Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  the  year 
1900,  upon  the  health  conditions  of  the  Administrative 
County  of  Middlesex. 

The  number  of  Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  of  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  the 
County  received  was  32,  no  Report  having  been  received 
from  Kingsbury.  During  the  year  the  Urban  District  of 
South  Hornsey  was  absorbed  into  the  County  of  London, 
and  the  new  Urban  District  of  Kingsbury  was  created  by 
severance  from  Wembley  Urban  District,  so  that  the 
number  of  Districts  remains  the  same,  namely,  33.  All 
the  32  Reports  were  printed  except  that  of  Greenford, 
which  was  type- written. 

The  tables  supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
have  this  year  been  materially  altered  and  extended,  but 
it  would  appear  that  the  District  records,  in  some  cases, 
did  not  enable  the  tables  or  parts  of  the  tables  to  be 
compiled  in  the  new  form.  I,  therefore,  elected  to 
continue  the  old  form  in  this  Report,  and  to  so  arrange  all 
the  statistical  matter  as  to  be  comparable.  The  new 
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tables  will  by  this  time  have  become  familiar  and  will 
doubtless  accompany  the  Reports  in  a  form  as  complete 
as  possible  in  future  years. 

The  tables  of  sanitary  work  supplied  by  the  County 
Council  were  appended  to  nearly  all  the  Reports,  either 
in  full  or  abbreviated,  in  manuscript  or  in  print.  In  a  few 
instances,  different  forms  of  classification  were  adopted, 
rendering  extraction  difficult,  and,  in  one  or  two,  hardly 
possible. 

The  information  supplied  for  Table  D,  Part  III,  to  show 
the  Adoptive  Acts,  Bye  laws,  and  Regulations  in  force  in 
each  of  the  Districts  of  the  County,  is  still  scanty,  and  the 
table  remains  incomplete. 

The  tables  in  the  text  relating  to  the  notification  of 
infectious  diseases,  isolation  hospitals,  ambulances,  and 
disinfecting-  chambers  have  been  brought  up  to  date. 

The  map  prefacing  the  Report  shows  graphically  the 
incidence  of  mortality  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
during  the  year  in  each  of  the  Districts  of  the  County. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Repoit  has  been  divided  into 
three  parts  :  the  first  relating  to  the  County  as  a  whole, 
the  second  consisting  of  summaries  of  the  Reports  of  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Districts,  and  the  third 
containing  the  statistical  tables.

PART  I.— THE  COUNTY. 


CHAPTER  I.  — VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Section  1. — Public  Institutions. 

As  public  institutions  give  rise  to  so  many  initial  com¬ 
plications  they  must  be  considered  first. 

The  population,  births,  and  deaths  in  hospitals,  asylums, 
and  workhouses,  not  belonging  to  the  County,  or  any 
District  of  the  County,  should  be  altogether  excluded. 
All  schools  and  homes,  and  those  hospitals,  asylums, 
and  workhouses  belonging  to  the  County,  or  any  District 
of  the  County,  should  be  included. 

With  regard  to  exclusion,  the  course  indicated  is 
generally  followed  in  the  Deports.  "With  regard  to 
inclusion,  schools  and  homes  are  generally  included, 
hospitals  are  wholly  or  partly  included  in  the  Districts 
to  which  their  inmates  belong,  the  asylum  is  situated 
outside  the  County,  but  difficulty  is  experienced  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  workhouses. 

In  some  instances  the  proportion  of  population,  births, 
and  deaths,  with  their  ages  and  causes,  which  have  been 
excluded  from  the  District  in  which  the  Union  Workhouse 
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is  situated,  have  been  included  in  the  proper  District  of  the 
Union  to  which  they  belong-,  but  this  method  is  not 
always  adopted.  In  fact,  the  methods  are  so  diverse  that 
it  is  difficult  to  reduce  them  to  uniform  figures.  The  table 
below  is  an  attempt  to  tabulate  the  population,  births, 
and  deaths  in  the  workhouses  of  the  Unions  and  the 
Districts  to  which  they  should  be  distributed. 


It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  best  way  to  overcome* 
this  difficulty  of  distribution  would  be  for  each  workhouse 
to  issue,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a  summary  of  its  statistics,, 
giving  in  the  forms  the  figures  with  regard  to  each 
Sanitary  District  of  the  Union  stated  as  separate  localities, 
and  to  supply  each  of  these  separate  localities,  or  Districts, 
with  a  copy,  and  if  the  County  Council  were  also 
supplied  with  copies  of  the  Returns  from  all  the  Union 
Workhouses,  a  complete  account  of  the  statistics  of  Unions 
stated  separately  and  conjointly  could  appear  in  the 
Annual  Reports. 


Population  in  Public  Institutions. 

In  the  table  below,  and  in  the  summaries  in  this  Report,, 
the  populations  will  be  found  stated  where  recorded  in  the 
Reports  of  the  Districts  for  the  year. 


Births  in  Public  Institutions. 

The  number  of  births  that  have  taken  place  in 
workhouses  have  been  recorded  where  found  stated  in  the 
District  Reports. 
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Deaths  in  Public  Institutions. 

Unless  the  whole  facts  are  stated  completely  with 
regard  to  public  institutions,  and  the  necessary  cor- 
rections  made  in  the  District  Reports,  it  is  difficult  to 
deal  with  them  in  the  completest  manner,  although  the 
results  may  be  regarded  as  approximately  comparable. 
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Population  of  the  Districts  and  of  the  County, 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  District  of  South  Hornsey 
no  longer  forms  part  of  the  County,  and  that  Kingsbury 
Parish,  of  Wembley  District,  is  now  a  separate  Urban 
District,  the  number  of  Districts  remaining  the  same, 
twenty-nine  Urban  and  four  Rural. 

As  in  previous  Reports,  the  estimate  of  the  population 
made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  his  local  know¬ 
ledge,  has  been  taken  as  the  basis  for  the  statistics  of 
each  District,  and  collectively  for  the  County. 

Since  these  estimates  were  made,  the  Preliminary 
Report  of  the  Census  of  1901  has  been  published  and  the 
Census  figures  of  1891  and  1901  are  set  out  for  each 
District  in  the  Administrative  County  in  the  following 
table  : — 


[Note. — Those  Urban  Districts  marked  *  have  been 
created,  the  boundaries  of  those  marked  f  have 
been  altered,  and  the  names  of  those  marked  J 
have  been  changed  since  the  date  of  the  last 
Census,  in  1891.

The  total  enumerated  population  of  the  Districts  of  the 
Administrative  County  of  Middlesex  was  found,  at  the 
census  taken  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  1901,  to  be 
792,218  according'  to  the  figures  published  in  Tables  XI 
and  XII  of  the  Preliminary  Report.  The  total  of  the 
estimates  of  population  made  by  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  to  the  middle  of  1900,  for  the  whole  County,  amount 
to  791,726  with  the  omission  of  Kingsbury,  and  if  an 
estimated  population  of  this  District  be  added  the  total 
population  amounts  to  791,739  in  the  middle  of  1900,  as 
compared  with  the  enumerated  population  of  792,218  at 
the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  1901.  As  the  population  of 
the  County  increased  by  249,324  persons  in  the  ten  years, 
the  excess  error  of  estimation  is  about  18,000  or  only 
about  2^  per  cent,  on  a  population  of  considerably  over 
three-quarters  of  a  'million  persons.  This  result  speaks 
well  for  the  care  with  which  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
attempt,  at  the  long-  interval  of  nine  years  and  a  quarter 
from  the  previous  census,  to  estimate  the  populations  of 
their  respective  areas. 

With  reference  to  the  census  figures  of  1901,  and  the 
increases  of  population  in  the  Counties,  with  the  except:on 
of  London  (307,746)  and  Lancaster  (262,694),  Middlesex 
shows  a  larger  increase  of  population  (249,324)  than  any 
of  the  62  Administrative  Counties,  only  four  of  which 
exceed  an  increase  of  200,000,  the  fourth  being  Essex 
(238,0321,  and  of  the  remainder  only  six  show  an  increase 
of  over  1 00,000  in  population. 

The  growth  of  population  in  Middlesex  has  been  from 
542,894  in  1891  to  792,218  in  1901,  an  increase  of  249,324 
or  45*9  percent. ;  in  Rural  Districts  from  41,424  in  1891  to 
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51,163  in  1901,  an  increase  of  9,739  or  23*5  per  cent.,  and 
in  the  Urban  Districts  from  501,470  in  1891  to  741,055  in 
1901,  an  increase  of  239,585  or  47*8  per  cent. 


Middlesex  lias  increased  in  population  more  than  any 
other  County,  namely  45*9  per  cent.,  the  only  other  County 
approaching  it  being  Essex  with  41  *2  per  cent.,  followed 
next,  at  a  long  distance,  by  Glamorgan  with  28*4  per  cent., 
and  Surrey  with  24*0  per  cent.,  Lancaster  having  only 
increased  16*9  per  cent,  and  London  only  7*3  per  cent. 


Births. 

The  highest  birth-rate  per  1,000  of  population 
occurred  in  Edmonton  Urban  District,  34*0,  followed  by 
Staines  Rural  District,  32*7 ;  Brentford  Urban,  32*6 ; 
Southall-Norwood  Urban,  31  *4  ;  Willesden  Urban,  31*2; 
Sunbury  Urban,  31*2  ;  and  Tottenham  Urban  District,  30*1. 


The  lowest  birth-rate  occurred  in  Ealing  Urban 
District,  18*4;  followed  by  Hornsey  Urban,  19*1 ;  Hendon 
Rural,  21*4;  Southgate  Llrban,  21*3;  Uxbridge  Urban, 
22*1 ;  Harrow  Urban,  22*5 ;  Finchley  Urban,  22*7 ; 
Hampton  Urban,  22*7 ;  and  Hampton  Wick  Urban 
District,  22*9.

District,  17*9;  followed  by  Heston  and  Isleworth  Urban , 
1 7*G  ;  Edmonton  Urban,  16-0;  Brentford  Urban,  15*9  ;  and 
Uxbridge  Rural  District,  15-4.

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The  lowest  death-rate  took  place  in  Hornsey  Urban 
District,  7*9;  followed  by  Wealdstone  Urban,  8*6;  Hendon 
Rural,  8*9  ;  Hampton  Urban,  9*8  ;  and  Southgate  Urban 
District,  9*8.

The  death-rate  of  the  Urban  Districts  was  1*4  per  1,000 
lower  than  in  the  previous  year ;  of  the  Rural  Districts, 
0*6  lower;  of  the  County,  1*4  lower;  of  England  and 
W7ales,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year ;  of  the  33  great 
towns,  0*7  lower;  of  London,  1*0  lower;  and  of  the  outer 
ring  of  London,  0*8  lower  than  in  1899. 

As  in  former  years,  the  death-rate  of  the  Rural  Districts 
appears  higher  than  in  the  Urban. 
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Ages  at  Death. 

Infantile  mortality,  or  the  number  of  deaths  of  children 
under  1  year  of  age  per  1,000  births  during-  the  year,  is 
an  accurate  test  of  ag*e  mortality  under  1  year  and  a 
measure  of  the  social  and  sanitary  condition  of  a  District. 

In  Greenford  the  figures  are  so  small  as  to  be  liable  to 
a  large  margin  of  probable  error,  and  this  District  may  be 
omitted  from  consideration.  With  this  omission,  the 
highest  infantile  mortality-rate  was  recorded  in  Edmonton 
Urban  District,  187  per  1,000  births  ;  followed  by  Chiswick 
Urban,  174 ;  Uxbridge  Urban,  173  ;  Tottenham  Urban,  173  ; 
and  Hanwell  Urban  District,  171. 

The  lowest  infantile  mortality-rate  occurred  in  Wembley 
Urban  District,  72 ;  followed  by  Hampton  Urban,  81  ; 
Harrow  Urban,  84  ;  Sunbury  Urban,  92  ;  and  South  Minims 
Rural  District,  93. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Hanwell  Urban  District 
(Mr.  G.  Hope),  reports  as  to  infantile  mortality,  that  — 
44  This  rate  is  again  very  high,  out  of  310  births  there 
were  53  deaths,  or  a  rate  of  170*9  per  1,000  births.  I  have 
in  previous  years  pointed  out  the  chief  reasons  for  this 
rate  being  so  high  in  this  District.  I  believe  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  district  nurse,  to  visit  the  houses  of  the  poorer 
classes  and  give  instructions  to  mothers  as  to  the  proper 
management  of  their  babies,  would  certainly  have  the 
effect  of  reducing  this  high  mortality,  which  is  increasing 
each  year.  The  causes  of  death  can  be  seen  by  referring 
to  Table  4  appended  to  ibis  Report;  it  will  be  noticed

that  10  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  marasmus  or  inanition,, 
7  to  enteritis  or  inflammation  of  the  bowels,  and  5  to 
diarrhoea.  I  feel  certain  that  with  proper  care  in  feeding, 
&c.,  many  of  these  lives  would  be  saved.  It  will  also  be 
noticed,  that  there  were  8  deaths  due  to  premature  birth, 
due  probably,  in  most  cases,  to  the  mothers  having  to  go 
out  to  work,  and  general  want  of  care  at  a  period  when 
every  care  should  be  taken.” 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Heston  and  Isleworth 
Urban  District  (Mr.  Hanslow  Brind),  similarly  reports  as 
to  infantile  mortality,  saying,  that — 1 “  At  least  50  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  that  occurred  in  the  District  under  one  year 
were  from  preventable  disease,  and,  to  a  great  extent,  the 
fault  lies  in  the  ignorance  of  mothers  as  to  the  proper 
care  of  their  children— an  ignorance  that  is  not  the  out¬ 
come  of  indifference,  but  of  the  want  of  teaching ;  and 
the  question  arises,  how  is  that  teaching  to  be  brought 
about  ?  You  might  institute  a  series  of  lectures  on  infant 
hygiene,  but  I  am  afraid  that  the  lectures  would  not 
attract  those  particular  women  for  whom  they  were  in¬ 
tended.  You  might  have  leaflets  printed  and  distributed 
with  general  instructions  as  to  the  care  and  management 
of  the  infant,  but  my  experience  of  handbill  literature  does* 
not  lead  me  to  hope  for  any  great  good  from  that  source, 
and  I  am  convinced  that  any  ultimate  gain  in  the  reduction 
of  infantile  mortality  will  be  but  a  slow  process.  If  this 
District  were  a  larger  one,  I  would  suggest  the  advis¬ 
ability  of  having  a  female  inspector,  who  could  visit  and 
instruct  each  mother  amongst  the  poorer  classes  a  short 
time  after  the  birth  of  a  child.  And  also  I  think  that  some 
good  would  be  gained  if  the  study  of  infant  hygiene  was. 
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taught  in  our  schools,  so  that  by  this  means  a  series  of 
good,  useful  home-truths  might  be  instilled  in  the  minds 
of  many,  who,  at  the  time,  are  often  engaged  in  looking 
after  a  baby  at  home,  and  who  will,  many  of  them,  in  time 
to  come,  become  mothers  themselves.”

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The  highest  death-rate  recorded  from  the  principal 
zymotic  diseases  was  in  Southall-Norwood  Urban  District, 
2*77  per  1,000  of  population;  followed  by  Enfield  Urban, 
2*77;  Brentford  Urban,  2*74;  Edmonton  Urban,  2*64; 
Uxbridge  Rural,  2*56 ;  Tottenham  Urban,  2*46 ;  Wood 
Green  Urban,  2*37  ;  Wiliesden  Urban,  2*86;  and  Acton 
Urban  District,  2*21. 

Omitting*  Greenford  Urban  District  (0),  the  lowest

The  scheduled  notifiable  diseases  caused  the  highest 
mortality  in  Enfield  Urban  District,  0*93  per  1,000  of 
population;  followed  by  Uxbridge  Rural,  0*83;  South 
Minims  Rural,  0*72  ;  and  Brentford  Urban  District,  0*65.

CHAPTER  II.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Section  1. — Notification  and  Diseases. 

(c.)  Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  notification  of  infectious  disease  is  in  force  in  every 
District  of  the  Administrative  County.  In  the  Willesden 
District  compulsory  notification  has  been  in  force  since 
1887  under  a  Local  Act,  but  in  all  the  other  Districts 
the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  was  adopted 
between  1889  and  1892.  The  date  when  notification  came 
into  force  in  each  District  is  stated  in  the  table  below.  The 
Act  was  in  force  in  Sunbury  in  1890,  prior  to  its  separation 
from  the  Staines  Rural  District,  in  Wealdstone  and 
Wembley  in  1891,  prior  to  their  severance  from  the  Hendon 
Rural  District,  and  in  Kingsbury,  prior  to  its  severance 
from  Wembley  Urban  District. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  prior  to  or  in  1894,  Friern 
Barnet,  Hampton,  Hendon,  Heston  and  Isleworth  Urban 
Districts,  and  Hendon  Rural  District,  added  measles  to  the 
notifiable  diseases  scheduled  in  the  Act,  and  that  Hendon 
Urban  District  also  added  whooping-cough ;  that  the 
resolutions  making  these  diseases  notifiable  were  rescinded 
or  expired  in  1894  in  the  Heston  and  Isleworth  Urban  and 
the  Hendon  Rural  Districts,  and,  in  1896,  in  the  Friern 
Barnet  Urban,  and  Hendon  Urban  Districts  ;  and  that  they 
were  again  adopted,  in  1896,  in  the  Friern  Barnet  Urban, 
and  Heston  and  Isleworth  Urban  Districts.  In  the  number 
of  cases  notified  and  quoted  in  the  third  column  of  the 
table  belorv,  measles  and  whooping-cough  have  not  been 
included. 

To  the  table  below  is  also  added  a  column  in  reference 
to  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  a 
note  made  wdiere  adopted,  to  which  the  dates  will  be  added 
when  knowrn  : —

Diagnosis. 

Diagnosis  is  the  first  step  in  carrying  out  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1890,  and  this  is  facilitated  by 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  throat  secretion  in 
diphtheria,  and  of  the  blood  in  typhoid  fever.  Amongst 
non-notifiable  diseases  also,  the  diagnosis  of  phthisis  is 
facilitated  by  examination  of  the  sputum. 

Arrangements  for  one  or  more  of  these  forms  of 
examination  have  been  made  in  Finchley,  Willesden, 
Enfield,  Heston  and  Isle  worth,  Twickenham,  and  Southgate. 


Smallpox. 

During  the  year,  five  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified ; 
two  in  Acton,  one  in  Finchley,  one  in  Hanwell,  and  one  in 
Tottenham.  In  the  previous  year  the  total  number 
notified  was  fourteen,  and  in  1898  and  1897  the  numbers 
were  two  and  three  respectively. 


Scarlatina. 

The  total  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  notified  in  the 
County  was  2,801  ;  in  the  previous  year  the  number  was 
3,366.  In  some  of  the  larger  Districts  the  numbers  fell 
considerably,  in  some  of  the  smaller  they  rose  slightly. 
The  disease  appears  to  have  been  more  distributed,  but 
the  total  cases  less  numerous  and  less  severe. 

In  this  connection  Mr.  F.  C.  Dodsworth  (Chiswick  Urban 
District),  says  : — “  A  mild  form  of  scarlet  fever  has  been 


more  or  less  prevalent  during1  the  last  three  years;  four  cases 
had  a  fatal  termination — all  children.  Scarlet  fever  has 
become  of  late  years  a  much  milder  complaint.  How  much 
of  this  is  the  result  of  the  greatly  increased  use  of  isolation 
hospitals  and  how  much  to  an  amelioration  in  the  natural 
type  of  the  disease  may  be  a  matter  for  dispute  ;  it  still, 
however,  remains  a  fact  that  the  chief  fatality  is  in  the 
ages  under  ten,  when  one  out  of  twenty-eight  attacked 
dies,  while  at  ages  from  five  to  ten  only  one  out  of  333 
attacked,  and  at  subsequent  ages  practically  no  deaths. 
These  facts  point  to  the  importance  of  protecting  children 
under  five  years  from  exposure  to  infection.  Chiefly 
among  such  means  of  infection  is  the  attendance  of 
children  in  the  infants’  classes  at  school  considerably  in 
advance  of  the  age  at  which  compulsory  school 
attendance  commences. 

“  If  any  g'reat  educational  advantage  was  attained  by 
the  attendance  at  school  of  children  from  three  to  five 
years  of  age  a  case  might  possibly  be  proved  for  the 
continuance  of  what  really  amounts  to  a  heavy  annual 
death-rate.  I  am  quite  prepared  to  admit  that  the 
advantages  of  elementar3r  education  are  sufficiently  great 
to  render  sacrifice  of  life  or  of  health  for  a  minority  a 
public  necessity.  The  only  point  is  to  insure  by  proper 
precautions  that  this  sacrifice  shall  be  the  least  possible. 
In  the  case,  however,,  of  infants  under  five  years  of  age  it 
does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  real  advantage  in  any 
case  commensurate  with  the  present  loss  of  life,  the  result 
of  such  attendance  in  infants’  schools. 

“The  type  of  the  disease  has  become  so  attenuated  and 
modified  that  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases  no  medical 
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aid  is  sought,  the  oniy  symptoms  being  an  ordinary 
sore  throat,  no  rash  being  noticed,  and  consequently 
infection  is  undetected  and  spreads  with  the  utmost 
facility.  This  has  been  our  great  difficulty  in  combating" 
the  disease  during  the  past  three  years.  It  has  been  too 
frequent  an  occurrence  to  find  unrecognised  cases  which 
have  been  attending"  school,  and  thus  caused  outbreaks  of 
the  disease.” 


Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

The  total  number  of  diphtheria  cases,  that  had  been 
1,501  in  the  County  in  the  previous  year,  fell  to  1,229,  and 
the  cases  of  membranous  croup  that  had  been  34  fell  to 
25,  but  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  two  diseases  com¬ 
bined  rose  from  181  to  186,  showing  that  the  type  of 
disease  was  somewhat  more  virulent. 

In  reference  to  diphtheria,  Mr.  J.  D.  Windle  (Southall- 
Norwood),  writes  in  a  warning  strain:— 

“  The  germs  of  diphtheria  are  harboured  in  the  throats 
of  persons  in  perfect  health,  without  any  antecedent 
illness  to  account  for  their  presence  and  without  any 
illness  as  a  consequence  of  their  presence,  Such  instances 
are  most  commonly  met  with  in  persons  who  have  been 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  a  case  of  diphtheria,  and  they 
constitute  the  links  in  the  chain  of  infection  for  which  we 
often  look  in  vain.  I  have  repeatedly  come  across  such 
instances  and  they  give  rise  to  a  very  important  question 
from  an  administrative  point  of  view.  Does  their  presence 
in  the  absence  of  all  other  signs  of  diphtheria  demand 
notification  ?  It  would  appear  from  the  Notification  Act 
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that  such  cases  do  not  require  to  be  certified  since  such  a 
person  cannot  be  said  to  be  diseased.  These  germs,  however, 
are  potential  disease,  and  it  is  from  this  point  of  view 
that  such  cases  must  be  regarded,  and  preventive 
measures  are  perforce  in  the  hands  of  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  and  the  patients  themselves.  If  everyone  who 
has  been  brought  into  contact  with  a  case  of  diphtheria 
would  immediately  use,  and  for  a  few  days  subsequently, 
an  antiseptic  gargle,  the  risk  of  contracting  the  disease 
himself  and  of  conveying  it  to  others  would  be  reduced  to 
a  minimum.” 

In  a  similar  manner,  Mr.  F.  C.  Dods worth  (Chiswick 
Urban  District)  speaks  of  diphtheria: — •“  Remarks  similar 
to  those  made  respecting  overlooked  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  apply  with  even  greater  force  to  diphtheria.  A 
large  proportion  of  cases  have  escaped  detection  during 
the  past  year,  and  have  thus  been  the  means  of  spreading 
infection  by  school  attendance  and  otherwise,  it  being 
difficult  to  impress  parents  and  guardians  with  the  idea 
that  that  which  merely  looks  like  a  severe  cold  may 
possibly  be  a  milder  but  equally  communicable  form  of 
that  dire  disease,  diphtheria.  On  a  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  being  made  it  is  found  that  many  of  these  sore  throats 
are  really  diphtheria.  The  annual  death  rate  from  diphtheria 
has  been  slightly  rising  of  late  in  England  and  Wales, 
more  especially  in  the  large  towns,  and  most  markedly  in 
London.  Until  the  last  few  years  diphtheria,  according  to 
all  authorities,  was  more  particularly  a  disease  of  sparsely 
populated  localities,  but  low  one  of  its  most  striking- 
characteristics  is  its  tendency  to  prevail  in  towns,  and  in 
the  more  densely  populated  areas.”

,  By  referring-  to  Table  B,  Part  III,  and  dividing-  the 
estimated  population  of  each  District  by  1,000,  that  is,  by 
omitting  the  three  last  figures  of  the  population,  the  figures 
that  remain  form  at  a  g'lance  a  maximum  limit  of  number ; 
if  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  a  District  is  greater  than 
this  limit,  1  per  1,000,  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  must 
be  regarded  as  excessive,  if  below  half  of  this  number, 
0‘5  per  1,000,  the  prevalence  may  be  regarded  as  within 
bounds. 

In  three  Districts  the  number  of  cases  was  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  limit,  namely,  in  Edmonton  +  20,  in  Tottenham 
:-f  1 1 ,  in  Enfield  -f  8,  the  three  Districts  in  the  valley  of 
‘the  Lee,  and  in  Wembley  +  5J. 

In  some  seventeen  Districts  the  number  of  cases  was 
less  than  half  this  maximum  limit. 


Continued  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  this  vague  disease  were  notified,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  three  in  the  previous  year.

Of  this  disease  39  cases  were  notified,  as  against  42  in 
1899,  27  in  1898,  46  in  1897,  and  67  in  1896.  The  deaths 


from  this  cause  were  2.1,  the  same  number  as' last  year, 
which  represents  a  terribly  high  ease-mortality,  or  else  an 
omission  to  notify  all  the  cases.  •.  :  _  . ; .  .  :

(A)  NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

These  diseases  are  numerous,  but  only  i  measles, 
whooping  cough,  diarrhoea,  and  tuberculosis  receive 
comments. 

There  are  four  diseases,  namely,  chicken-pox,  measles, 
whooping  cough,  and  mumps,  which,  not  being  compul¬ 
sorily  notifiable,  may  be  impressed  upon  elementary  school 
teachers  as  diseases  to  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  o  f 
Health  for  the  protection  of  their  pupils  and  the  recovery 
of  their  grants  from  the  Education  Department. 


Measles. 

o 

Judging  by  the  number  of  deaths,  measles  appears  to 
have  been  more  prevalent  than  in  the  previous  year,  in 
several  Districts  doubly  so.  - 
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Iii  Heston  and  Isleworth  (Mr.  Hanslow  Brind)  :  — 
“  Measles  is  at  present  a  notifiable  disease,  and  medical 
men  in  attendance  must,  of  course,  report  to  me  every 
case  that  comes  under  tlieir  care;  but,  as  I  mentioned 
before,  a  doctor  is  not  always  called  in  to  a  case  of 
measles,  and  then  we  have  to  fall  back  upon  our  line  of 
defence,  viz.,  notification  by  the  school  teachers.  This 
has  been  worked  admirably  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
heads  of  the  different  departments  have  done  their  best 
to  assist  us  in  investigating  cases  not  notified  by  medical 
men  ;  and  in  ilie  case  of  schools,  the  cordial  co-operation 
of  those  in  authority  is  of  the  very  greatest  assistance, 
and  has  been  of  great  benefit. 

“  In  my  Annual  Report  of  1898, 1  discussed  at  length  the 
advisability  or  otherwise  of  including  measles  among  the 
notifiable  diseases,  and  since  that  time  I  have  not  seen 
any  reason  to  alter  the  views  I  then  held. 

“  There  is,  of  course,  no  doubt  a3  to  the  infectious 
character  of  measles,  and  in  order  to  deal  in  a  proper  and 
efficient  manner  with  the  disease,  a  system  of  disinfection 
should  be  made  use  of  after  every  case,  as  is  done  in 
regard  to  scarlet  fever  and  other  infectious  diseases  ;  but 
with  the  staff  we  have,  this  is  a  manifest  impossibility 
whenever  the  disease  appears  in  epidemic  form,  and  last 
year  it  was  rendered  all  the  more  impossible  owing  to  the 
fact  that  scarlet  fever  was  prevalent  at  the  same  time.” 

Whooping  Cough.

Little  can  be  done  by  way  of  active  interference  by  public 
authorities  in  cases  of  whooping  cough. much  maybe  done 


by  private  medical  advice.  Dr.  Th.  Gunther  (Tedding’ ton 
Urban  District)  writes  as  follows: — “Epidemics  of  whoop¬ 
ing  cough  occur  chiefly  in  winter  and  spring*,  but  like 
measles  most  of  the  fatal  cases  occurred  in  this  District 
during*  the  summer  months.  The  disease  is  highly 
infectious.  The  infection  clings  to  the  expectorated 
mucus  and  is  probably  disseminated  after  becoming  dry 
in  the  form  of  dust.  Decent  investigations  have  shown 
that  the  expectorations  from  cases  of  whooping  cough  are 
swarming*  with  a  minute  bacillus,  which,  in  so  far  as 
■experiments  have  been  carried  out,  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  cause  of  the  infection  has  been  found.  Careful 
eol lection  and  destruction  of  all  expectoration  in  whooping 
cough  and  the  observance  of  the  strictest  cleanliness  must 
lead  to  a  diminution  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  which 
now  claims  more  victims  than  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria 
and  is  the  most  fatal  of  all  the  infectious  complaints  of 
childhood.” 


Diarrhoea, 

Judging  also  by  the  number  of  deaths,  diarrhoea,  so 
specially  fatal  to  infants,  was  much  less  prevalent  than  in 
the  previous  year. 

» 

Dr.  Wentworth  Tyndale  (Hampton  Urban  District) 
speaking*  of  the  reduced  mortality,  says: — “With  a  view 
to  maintain  this  improvement  in  the  reduction  of  the 
mortality  among*  infants  and  young*  children,  I  can  only 
reiterate  the  advice  I  have  given  in  previous  years  as 
to  the  necessity  of  boiling  all  milk  used  for  feeding  young 
children,  and  of  keeping  all  utensils  used  for  the  storage 
of  milk  and  all  feeding  bottles  scrupulously  clean.” 


as 
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The  public  interest  in  tuberculosis,  and  particularly  pul¬ 
monary  tuberculosis,  lias  started  a  crusade  against  this 
disease  that  promises  to  materially  reduce  its  prevalence. 

Mr.  Dods  worth  (Chiswick  Urban  District)  writes  with 
reference  to  the  disease  Tuberculosis  is  due  to  infection 
by  the  tubercle  bacillus,  introduced  from  without  rid  the 
lungs  or  the  alimentary  canal.  In  some  way  which  is  not 
exactly  clear,  a  damp  soil  produces  an  unfavourable  effect  on 
the  lungs;  for  instance, in  a  number. of  English  towns  which 
have  been  sewered,  and  in  which  -the  ground  has  been 
rendered  drier,  it  lias  been  ,  found  that  a  considerable 
diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  phthisis  has  been 
proved.  I  am  somewhat  disappointed  that  the  leaflets  which 
I  had  circulated  amongst  the  local  medical  men,  suggest¬ 
ing  voluntary  notification,  has.  not  been  responded  to  so 
heartily  as  I  had  anticipated.  Every  case  of  this  disease 
which  has  been  brought  to  my  knowledge  has  been  treated 
with  all  sanitary  precautions,  such  as  disinfection  of  the 
rooms  occupied  by  the  patient,  also  the  sputum  or  expectora¬ 
tion,  etc.  As  regards  notification  of  phthisis,  very  satis¬ 
factory  results  have  been  obtained  in  several  towns  where 
the  usual  notification  fees  have  been  paid,  as  at  Brighton, 
Manchester,  Sheffield,  and  others.  In  several,  sufficient 
time  has  not  yet  elapsed  for  the  \system  to  have  been 
thoroughly  tested,  as  at  Stockport,  Blackburn,  Ply¬ 
mouth,  mid  Kendal.  '  On  the  other  hand  it  has  been  found 
that  where  adequate  fees  are  not  paid,  the  system  has- 
proved  a  failure,  as  in  Bhiswi'ck,  ^Cardiff,  Blackpool,  and 
others.  In  Kendal  a  sanatorium  has  been  started  for  the 
purpose  of  isolating  tliose  suffering  from  this  disease,  and 
I  believe  that  it  has  been  altogef her  a  success.5'*

I. — In  this  Order—  '  J  '  - '  ■  •  - '•  vV-u-:  ' 

The  expression  “  Sanitary  Authority  ”  means  every 
Port  Sanitary  Authority  and  every  Council,  of  a 
County  , Borough,  and  every  Urban,  or.  Rural 
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District  Council,  and,  in  the  Administrative  County 
of  London,  every  Sanitary  Authority  for  the 
execution  of  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act, 
1891. 

The  expression  “  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ”  includes 
any  duly  qualified  Medical  Practitioner  appointed 
or  employed  by  a  Sanitary  Authority  to  act  in 
the  execution  of  any  regulations  made  by  Us  in 
pursuance  of  any  of  the  enactments  referred  to 
in  this  Order. 

IL~~ In  the  District  of  every  Sanitary  Authority  which 
is  situate  without  the  Administrative  County  of  London, 
the  persons  mentioned  in  Section  3  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  and  the  Sanitary 
Authority  shall,  under  this  Order,  have  the  same  powers 
and  duties  in  relation  to  the  notification  of  cases  of  Plague 
as  they  would  have  under  that  Act  if  Plague  were  an 
infectious  disease  to  which  that  Act  applied. 

In  the  District  of  every  Sanitary  Authority  in  the 
Administrative  County  of  London,  and  in  the  District  of 
the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  Port  of  London,  the 
persons  mentioned  in  Section  55  of  the  Public  Health 
(London)  Act,  1891  (including  the  Managers  of  the 
Metropolitan  Asylum  District),  and  the  Sanitary  Authority 
shall,  under  this  Order,  have  the  same  powers  and  duties 
in  relation  to  the  notification  of  cases  of  Plague  as  they 
would  have  under  that  Section  if  Plague  were  an  in¬ 
fectious  disease  to  which  that  Section  applied. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  shall  forthwith  cause  Circular 
Letters  to  be  sent  to  all  legally  qualified  Medical 
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Practitioners  in  the  District  informing'  them  of  their  duties 
under  this  Regulation. 

III. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  report  forthwith  to  Us  any  case  of  Plague 
which  may  be  notified  to  him,  or  which  may  otherwise

■occur  in  the  District  or  area  assigned  to  his  charge.

In  a  “  Plague  Memorandum  ”  of  the  same  date,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Government  Board  sets  out 
4  he  (1)  Administrative  considerations,  and  the  (2)  Symptoms 
of  Plague.

(2)  Symptoms  of  Plague. 

An  ordinary  attack  of  plague  usually  begins  some  three 
to  five  days  after  exposure  to  infection.  Such  attack  may 
develop  gradually,  but,  as  commonly  met  with,  there  is 
vi  sudden  onset  with  much  fever,  as  indicated  by  a  high 
temperature,  rapid  pulse,  headache,  hot  skin,  and  thirst. 
"The  eyes  are  injected  as  if  inflamed ;  the  expression,  at 
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first  anxious  and  frightened,,  becomes  subsequently  vacant 
and  dull ;  the  utterance  is  thick,  and  the  gait  unsteady  as 
in  one  under  the  influence  of  drink.  There  is  at  times  a 
distinct  tendency  to  faint.  The  itongue  is  at  first  covered 
with  a  moist  white  fur  except  at;  the  edges,  which  are  red, 
hut  later  on  it  becomes  dry  and  -of  a  mahogany  colour. 

The  most  distinctive  sign  of  plague  is  the  presence  of 
swellings,  or  “buboes”  as  they  are  called,  in  the  groin, 
armpit,  or  neck.  These  “  buboes,”  which  led  to  the 
disease  being  called  “  bubonic  plague,”  and  which  have  no 
relation  to  venereal  complaints,  appear  as  a  rule  about  the 
second  or  third  day  of  the  disease.  They  are  usually 
painful  and- tender  on  pressure,  and  in  size  they  vary  from 
that  of  an  almond  to  that  of  an  orange.  Later  on  they 
may  ‘‘gather”  and  burst  like  an  ordinary  abscess.  There 
may,  too,  appear  about  the  body,  purple  spots,  and  what 
are  known  as  “  carbuncles.” 

■»  .  i 

*■  But  buboes  are  not  an  essential  feature  of  plague. 
Cases  occur  in  which  these  manifestations  of  the  disease 
are  greatly  delayed  or  even  absent,  as  for  instance  in 
“  Pneumonic,”  “Gastric,”  and  “  Septicaemic  ”  plague;  forms 
of  the  malady  which  may  be  mistaken  for,  respectively, 
inflammation  of  the  lungs,  typhoid  fever,  and  acute  blood- 
poisoning.  Plague  in  these  forms  is  always  grave  ;  not 
-only  because  of  the  fatality  of  the  cases  but  for  the 
reason  that  they,  especially  The,  ‘‘  pneumonic,”  are  highly 
.infectious  to  other  persons.  It  is ,  important,  therefore, 
that  in  localities  where  plague  is  present  or  is  threatened, 
cases  of  anomalous  illness  of  the  above  sorts  be  without 
loss  of  time,  brought  under  medical  supervision. 


Besides  the  forms  of  plague  already. referred  to:  there  is 
yet  another,  namely,  the  so-called.  “  ambulant  ”  form,::  In 
plague  of  this  description  the  affected  person  is  hardly  ill 
at  all,  presenting  no  definite  symptoms  perhaps  Beyond 
indolent,  though  painful,  swellings  ■  in  groin  or  armpit. 
Such  ,  plague  cases  may  nevertheless  be  instrumental  in 
spreading  the  disease,  and  any  persons,  therefore,  who, 
having  been  possibly  exposed  to  plague,  exhibit  these 
symptoms,  should  be  isolated  and  watched  medically  until 
the  nature  of  their  malady  has  been  definitely  ascertained,

Accompanying  the  Plague  Memoranda  were  directions 
for  obtaining  and  forwarding*,  for  bacterioseopic  examina¬ 
tion ,  material  from  suspect eil  plague  cases c  '■■■■'  m- 

[The  Local  Government  Board,  with  a  view  to  assisting  in 
the  identification  of  plague  newly  developing  in  one 
and  another  District,  have  arranged  for  bacteriological 
testing,  without  cost  to,  the  ; Local  Authority,  of 
material  from  the  earliest  suspected  case  or  cases  in 
the  District.  This  material  can  be  received  only  from 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.]  ;; 

A. — From  the  Living  Person. 

1.  Clean  with  soap  and  water  and  then  with  alcohol  the 
last  phalanx  of  either  the  second  or  third  finger.  When 
dry,  or  after  mopping  with  a  clean  cloth,  put  a  piece  of 
tape  round  the  proximal  end  of  the  last  phalanx:  so  as  to 
cause  venous  congestion.  Prick  the  palmar  surface  of 
this  phalanx  with  a  sterile  needle,  and  immediately  take 
up  the  exuding  blood  in  two  sterile  papillary  tubes , such  as 
are  used  for  collecting  vaccine  lymph.  *  These  tubes  when 
charged  should  be  sealed  at  , both  ends. 
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2.  When  there  is  a  discharging-  bubo,  collect  fluid  there¬ 
from  in  capillary  tubes  as  in  the  case  of  blood.  When 
this  discharge  is  not  of  a  sufficiently  fluid  character  for 
collection  in  this  way,  place  some  of  it  in  a  small  glass- 
stoppered  phial,  previously  well  washed  out  with  alcohol, 
care  being  taken  that  no  alcohol  remains  in  the  phial, 

3.  If  expectoration  be  obtainable,  collect  some  in  a  phial 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section  2. 

B. — From  the  Dead  Bod  a. 

1.  Cut  out  any  inflamed  lymph  gland,  together  with 
some  of  its  surrounding  tissue,  and  place  the  whole  in  a 
wide-mouth  glass-stoppered  bottle,  previously  well  washed 
out  with  alcohol,  care  being  taken  that  no  alcohol  remains 
In  the  bottle.  The  bottle  should  have  the  stopper  well 
secured  and  sealed. 

2.  Obtain  also  a  piece  of  the  spleen,  dealing  with  it  in 
the  same  manner. 

All  suspected  plague  material  should  be  carefully  packed 
so  as  to  avoid  risk  of  breakage.

Procedure  jj*  case  of  Plague. 

The  progress  of  Bubonic  Plague  has  been  observed  and 
watched  closely  for  a  long  time  past,  and  its  mode  of 
extension  has  been  carefully  studied  so  that  proximity  of 
the  disease  raises  no  alarm.  The  necessary  precautions- 
should  be  carefully  considered  and  deliberately  taken  in 
order  that  public  equanimity  may  be  maintained  and 
strengthened. 

It  will  be  convenient  to  divide  the  necessary  measures 
into  special  and  general— the  special  measures  dealing 
with  Imports,”  or  persons  arriving  by  ships  from  infected 
places  abroad,  or  by  rail  from  infected  places  at  home. 
“  Infects,”  or  persons  sick  and  actually  certified  to  be 
suffering  from  the  disease.  “  Suspects,”  or  persons  in 
ill-health  suffering  from  suspicious  symptoms  ;  and  “  Con¬ 
tacts,”  or  persons  who  have  come  into  contact  with  or 
lived  cn  the  same  premises  as  an  infected  person. 

I.  “  Imports .” — In  accordance  with  the  Public  Health 
Act  of  1896,  and  under  the  Regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  of  the  9th  November,  1896,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  a  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  if  he  has 
reason  to  suspect  that  a  ship  has  come  from  an  infected 
place,  visits  and  examines  such  ship,  and,  if  the  ship  has 
come  from  a  place  infected  with  cholera,  yellow  fever,  or 
plague,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  his  Assistant,, 
may  give  a  certificate,  in  duplicate,  to  the  Master  and  the 
Sanitary  Authority,  requiring  that  no  person  on  board 
should  be  allowed  to  land  until  he  has  satisfactorily  given 
his  name,  intended  place  of  destination,  and  intended 
address  at  such  place.  These  particulars  must  be  forthwith, 
forwarded  to  the  Local  Authority  of  the  District  of  his 


destination,  and  every  person  who  arrives  at  any  address 
otherthan  such  destination  mast  forthwith  notify  the  fact 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Sanitary  Authority 
of  tlie  place  of  his  arrival.  Giving  a  false  name  or  failing 
to  notify  a  true  destination,  or  otherwise  infringing  the 
Regulations,  is  punishable  by  a  penalty  of  £100  and  £50 
a  day  during  continuance. 

Notices  of  arrivals  from  infected  or  suspected  ports 
abroad  are  received  from  Port  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
and  enquiries  should  be  made  daily  for  ten  days  at  the 
houses  where  they  reside. 

Arrivals  from  infected  or  suspected  places  at  home  are 
not  known  to  a  Sanitary  Authority,  nor  are  means  provided 
for  bringing  them  to  the  knowledge  of  a  Sanitary 
Authority.  It  is  advisable  for  the  managers  of  hotels  and 
houses  where  travellers  lodge  to  note  whence  they  come, 
and  to  exercise  discreet  observation  as  to  their  health 
generally,  and  in  their  own  interests  as  well  as  those  of 
the  public,  to  be  somewhat  more  alive  than  usual  to  possi¬ 
bilities  without  attracting  undue  attention. 


II.  “  Infects” — The  points  coming  under  this  head  are 
diagnosis,  notification,  hospital  accommodation,  ambulance 
transport. 

( a )  Diagnosis  may  be  made  clinically  and  bacterio- 
logically.  Clinical  diagnosis  of  the  disease  is 
difficult,  especially  in  its  ambulatory  or  mild  and 
insidious  form  of  “pestis  minor.”  A  list  of 
V  medical  practitioners,  who  have  had  experience 
of  plague  in  the  East  and  elsewhere,  should  be 
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:  .  7  drawn  up,  and,  b, ef  .kept  for  reference,  in  case  cq.nr. 
sulfations  may ; be  required.  Bacteriological  diagj 
nosis  should  be  arranged  for,  so  that  specimens 
can  be  examined,  at  a  moment’s  notice  for  the 
plague  bacillus,  ::this  being,  now  regarded,  as.  a 
reliable  test.,.  -  :  =  r .  ^ ;

(b)  Notification  has  now  been  applied  by  the  Local 

Government  Board  to  plague  by  Order  No.  41,820, 
dated  19th  September,  1900.  .  ?  ,  ■  •  • 

(c)  Hospital  accommodation  would  have  to  be  pro¬ 

vided  for  persons  duly  certified  to  be  actually 
,  suffering  from  plague.  As  the  number  of  medical 
men  who  have  had  experience  of  plague  is  in¬ 
finitesimal,  they  would  be  cautious  enough  not  to 
certify  a  person  as  suffering  from  plague,  and  not 
to  advance  beyond  the  opinion  that  a  patient  is 
suffering  from  suspicious  symptoms  until  other¬ 
wise  confirmed,  such  a  person  would,  therefore, 
first  be  classed  as  “  suspect  ”  ( see  III.). 

(d)  Ambulance  transport  would  also  require  to  be 
provided. 

(c)  Disinfection  of  plague-infected  peaces  and  objects 
would  have  to  be  very  thorough.  The  best 
course  to  pursue  will  be  to  burn  all  bedding  and 
clothing  infected,  with  plague,  and  to  Compensate 
the  owners.  Not  only  should  fumigation* 
stripping,  and  cleansing  of  the  infected  rooms  be 
very  thoroughly .  carried  out,  but  in  the  case  of 
plague  it  may  be  advisable  to  fumigate,  strip, 
and  cleanse  the  whole  of  the  infected:  Louse* 
including  each  of  the  separate  rooms. 
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III.  “Suspects”  or  persons  in  health  suffering*  front 
anomalous  symptoms  that  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  definite 
form  of  disease,  and  may  be  suspicious  of  plague,  would, 
in  case  of  outbreak,  be  most  dangerous  to  the  community T 
and  would  be  much  more  numerous  than  those  actually 
certified  as  suffering.  Provision  would  have  to  be  made 
for  placing  these  under  treatment  and  observation  in  the 
District  if  possible. 

IV.  u  Contacts ,”  or  persons  who  come  into  contact  with 
infected  or  suspected  cases  of  plague,  are  of  two  kinds  : 
occupants  of  infected  houses  and  attendants  upon  infected 
persons.  With  regard  to  the  attendants,  whether  medical,, 
nursing,  sanitary,  or  lay,  it  is  obvious  that  they  must  con¬ 
tinue  their  duties  whatever  happens,  and  that  instructions 
should  be  drawn  up  advising  them  as  to  the  best  precau¬ 
tions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  and 
urging  them  to  exercise  every  measure  of  prevention. 
With  reference  to  the  occupants  of  infected  rooms  and 
houses,  it  will  be  desirable  to  detain  them  for  a  number  of 
days,  at  least  ten,  for  the  purpose  of  observing  the  con¬ 
dition  of  their  health,  and  of  preventing  them  from  mixing: 
with  the  general  population. 

V.  “  Inoculation .” — Inquiries  should  be  made  as  to  the? 
supply  of  antipestiferous  serum.  It  appears  to  have  proved 
of  value,  and  has  been  and  is  being  largely  used  in  India* 
where  it  is  spoken  well  of.  The  attendants  and  others 
who  would  come  into  contact  with  plague  should  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  afforded  the  opportunity  of  being  vaccinated 
with  the  serum  for  their  protection  and  to  give  them 
geater  confidence.  The  question  of  vaccinating  “  suspects  ,r 
and  “  infects  ”  will  be  one  for  medical  attendants  to 
consider. 
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VI.  General  Measures  may  have  to  be  considered  under 
the  head  of  disposal  of  the  dead  and  sanitary  measures* 
public  and  private. 


Disposal  of  the  dead  can  best  be  carried  out  by  crema¬ 
tion,  or,  as  a  less  desirable  alternative,  burial  in  quicklime, 
and  in  any  case  the  coffin  would  require  to  be  packed  with 
a  strong-  disinfectant. 


Public  sanitary  measures  would  embrace  (1)  the  more 
frequent  periodical  cleansing  of  the  surface  of  road¬ 
ways  and  footways  of  streets,  courts,  and  alleys  ;  (2)  the 
more  frequent  periodical  emptying'  and  cleansing-  of  catch- 
pits  and  gullies,  and  the  more  frequent  flushing  of  the 
distant  and  dead  ends  of  sewers  and  drains  ;  (3)  the  more 
frequent  removal  and  rapid  destruction  of  house  refuse  ; 
and  (4)  the  destruction  of  rats. 


Private  sanitary  measures  would  embrace  (1)  the 
destruction  of  all  vermin,  especially  bugs,  fleas,  and  lice ; 
{2)  the  cleansing  and  redecorating  of  the  surfaces  of  the 
walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms,  and  the  frequent  cleansing  of 
the  floors  ;  (3)  the  cleansing  of  the  walls  and  ceilings,  and 
the  daily  cleansing  of  floors  and  stairs,  of  passages  and 
staircases  of  houses,  especially  those  in  the  occupation  of 
more  than  one  family;  (4)  the  paving  and  repairing  of 
paving  of  yards  and  areas,  so  as  to  facilitate  cleansing ; 
(5)  the  daily  cleansing  and  flushing  of  all  yards  and  area13, 
and  of  all  inlets  to  drains,  including  water-closets  and 
gullies. 
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Section  2.—  Isolation  and  Hospitals.'

The  accompanying  tahle,  brought  np  to  date,  shows  the 
details  of  infectious  hospital  provision  made  in  each 
District.  The  words  “South  Minims”  in  the  column 
headed  “  Smallpox  Accommodation  ”  refers  to  the  small¬ 
pox  hospital  removed  from  High  gate  to  Clare  Hall,  South 
Minims,  the  telegraphic  address  of  which  is  “  Variola 
South  Minims.” 


Isolation  Hospitals, 
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Mr.  Henry  Bott  (Brentford  Urban  District)  report 
upon  the  value  of  an  isolation  hospital  as  follows  : — “  The 
hospital  still  continues  to  do  excellent  work.  All  the 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  as  a  matter  of  course  sent  there 
and  epidemics  are  consequently  nipped  in  the  bud.  It  is  a 
matter  of  great  satisfaction  that  the  hospital  is  shortly  to 
be  improved  by  the  addition  of  a  convalescent  block  and  a 
discharging  block.  I  think  the  system  will  then  be 
perfect,  and  give  even  greater  satisfaction  than  it  does  at 
present.’’ 

Dr.  J.  J.  Kidge  (Enfield  Urban  District)  reports  that — 

u  In  February  last  the  new  isolation  hospital  at  World’s 

End  was  opened  by  Sir  Walter  Foster,  M.D.,  consisting  of 

an  administrative  block,  three  permanent  blocks  containing 

eighteen  beds  and  cots  each,  one  observation  block  with 

two  beds,  laundry,  discharge  block,  and  mortuary.  In 

addition  to  this  the  corrugated  iron  buildings  previously  in 

use  were  re-srected  on  the  same  site,  but  in  a  much  more 

/ 

substantial  manner,  and  warmed  by  steam  pipes.  Of  the 
permanent  wards  only  two  were  at  first  available  for  use, 
and  consequently  only  cases  of  scarlatina  were  admitted 
until  June.” 

Following  upon  this  Dr.  0.  II.  Adamson  (Edmonton 
Urban  District)  reports  that— a  The  Council  have  at 
present  an  agreement  with  the  Enfield  Urban  District 
Council  for  the  reception  into  their  hospital  at  AYorld’s 
End  of  nine  scarlet  fever,  one  typhoid  fever,  and  four 
diphtheria  cases.  This  arrangement  .is  an  improvement  on 
the  old  agreement,  as  we  can  at  all  times  occupy  these 
beds  by  giving  four  hours’  notice  to  the  matron  an 
superintendent. 
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“  This  District,  however,  is  growing  so  rapidly,  and  the 
demands  for  hospital  accommodation  are  becoming  sio 
great,  that  we  have  found  the  present  number  of  beds  to 
be  insufficient  for  typhoid  and  scarlet  fever  cases. 

“  It  sometimes  happens  that  while  the  number  of  scarlet 
fever  cases  from  the  District  are  in  excess  of  the  beds- 
reserved  for  such  cases,  the  other  beds  for  typhoid  and 
diphtheria,  although  unoccupied,  cannot  be  used  for  excess 
cases,  consequently  extra  beds  have  to  be  paid  for ;  and 
again,  on  the  scarlet  fever  case3  leaving  hospital,  the 
reserve  beds  must  remain  empty  till  a  new  case  is  sent 
in.  That  is  to  say,  that  cases  in  excess  of  beds  at  our 
disposal  must  be  entered  as  extra  and  paid  for  as  such,, 
even  although  beds  reserved  for  our  cases  are  empty. 
Another  disadvantage  to  the  present  system  is  the 
distance  from  the  hospital — three  miles — and  the  difficulty 
of  communication,  a  special  messenger  having  to  be  sent. 
A  telephone  to  the  Town  Hall  would  greatly  facilitate 
matters  and  save  much  valuable  time.  The  disadvantages 
of  the  present  system  have  been  recognised  by  the  Council  r 
and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  a  piece  of  land,  21  acres  in 
extent,  has  been  selected  by  the  Council  as  a  suitable  site 
for  the  infectious  hospital.  They  now  await  the  sanction 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  before  finally  purchasing 
it.  The  site  has  many  advantages,  being  easy  of  access 
from  all  parts  of  the  District.  It  has  open  ground  alt 
round,  and  leaves  plenty  of  room  to  erect  an  emergency 
hospital  or  to  extend  the  original  plans  if  found  necessary.’" 

Mr.  F.  C.  Dodswortli  (Chiswick  Urban  District)  reports 
in  reference  to  an  isolation  hospital: — The  great  need  of 


an  institution  of  this  kind  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 
fever  and  diphtheria  lias  been  again  acutely  felt.  The 
site  having  been  purchased,  and  the  plans  been  deckled 
upon,  we  have  every  reason  to  expect  the  building  will  be 
completed  before  another  year  has  elapsed.  I  have  again 
to  remind  you  that  we  have  the  greatest  difficulty,  in  factr 
it  lias  been  quite  impracticable,  to  isolate  several  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  in  their  homes.” 

From  Hanwell  Urban  District  (Mr.  G.  Hope)  comes 
the  question  of  an  isolation  hospital  in  this  form  : — “  From 
a  sanitary  point  of  view,  this  is  the  first  most  pressing 
question  the  Council  has  at  present  to  deal  with.  Owing 
to  the  rapid  increase  in  the  population  and  the  importation 
of  navvies  and  others,  as  already  pointed  out,  from  various 
parts  of  the  country,  if  becomes  urgent  that  we  should  be 
prepared  to  deal  with  the  outbreak  of  any  dangerous 
infectious  disease.  The  former  plan  of  erecting*  the 
hospital  upon  land  adjoining  the  sewage  farm  having  to  be 
abandoned,  it  is  necessary  for  some  other  arrangement  to 
be  made  as  soon  as  possible.  Hanwell  is  now  the  only 
District  without  such  arrangements  in  this  part  of 
Middlesex.  I  agree  that  it  is  sometimes  a  good  arrange¬ 
ment  for  two  adjoining  Districts  to  join  together  in  the 
provision  of  an  isolation  hospital,  &c.,  under  certain 
conditions.  The  adjoining  District  of  Southall  found  some 
of  the  inconvenience  in  such  an  arrangement,  so  they 
have  decided  to  erect  one  for  themselves,  and  I  am  afraid 
that,  should  we  join  with  them  now,  we  might  experience 
some  of  the  inconvenience  from  them  that  they  experienced 
by  their  former  arrangements.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good 
plan,  should  Hanwell  erect  its  own  hospital,  to  make  terms 
with  the  Greenford  Urban  District  Council.  I  am  aware 
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that  the  latter  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Ealing'  Authorities  for  the  reception  of  their  cases,  on 
'certain  -conditions,  into  the,  Ealing  Isolation  Hospital. 
Still  I  think  the  Greenford  Council  would  rather  make 
some  more  permanent  arrangement  with  Hanwell.  Their 
infectious  cases  are  very  few  in  number  during  the  year, 
not  sufficient  to  require  a  hospital  for  their  own  use.  The 
Ealing  Hospital  is- frequently  full,  and  I  think  an  agree¬ 
ment  between  Hanwell  and  Greenford  would  prove  satis¬ 
factory  to  both  parties.  In  the  matter  of  small-pox  we 
had  one  case  reported,  but  it  turned  out  to  be  a  case  of 
chicken-pox  ;  however,  in  the  event  of  small-pox  breaking 
out,  I  think  the  Council  should  have  some  arrangement  by 
which  the  cases  could  be  removed  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible.  Most  of  the  adjoining*  Councils  have  an 
arrangement  with  the  South  Mimms  small-pox  hospital,  by 
which  they  can  get  their  cases  removed  at  once.” 

Mr.  G.  A.  Garry  Simpson  (Acton  Urban  District),  in  his 
difficulty,  expresses  the  opinion  that “  Probably  never 
before  has  the  want  of  an  isolation  hospital  been  more 
keenly  felt  than  during  the  last  year ;  and  the  distress 
caused  thereby  has  been  widespread,  regardless  of  the 
generosity  of  the  District  Council.  In  some  cases,  I  was 
obliged  to  use  the  expedient  of  removing  children  from 
the  source  of  infection  and  boarding  them  out,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  that  not  a  single  individual  thus  removed 
developed  the  disease.” 

Dr.  Fletcher  Little  (Harrow  Urban  District),  says 
“The  town  is  still  inadequately  supplied  with  isolation 
accommodation  in  case  of  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  or 
diphtheria.  A  special  block  is  greatly  needed  for  this 
purpose  at  the  isolation  hospital.” 
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Exclusion  from  School  on  account  of  Infectious 

Diseases. 

The  protection  of  schools,  especially  day-schools,  from 
infectious  diseases,  is  surrounded  by  difficulties  and  com¬ 
plexities. 

The  certifiable  infectious  diseases  are  small-pox,  scar¬ 
latina,  diphtheria  or  membranous  croup,  typhus,  enteric, 
continued,  relapsing1  and  puerperal  fevers,  cholera,  erysi¬ 
pelas  and  plague.  All  children  in  houses  in  which  these 
diseases  exist  are  usually  excluded  from  school,  except  in 
the  case  of  puerperal  fever,  erysipelas,  and  enteric  fever. 

Of  the  non-certifiable  infectious  diseases,  in  the  case  of 
chicken-pox,  mea.sles,  whooping-cough  and  mumps,  the 
head  teachers  of  schools  should  notify  children  excluded 
from  school  either  as  suffering  from  the  diseases  or  as 
coming  from  infected  houses,  in  order  to  encourage  ex¬ 
clusion  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  diseases, 
by  enabling  the  Government  grant  to  be  recovered  upon 
the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

It  has  been  held  also,  that  German  measles  should  be 
classed  with  measles,  and  that  scabies  (itch),  impetigo 
contagiosa,  ringworm,  ophthalmia,  and  sore  throat,  are 
diseases  to  be  excluded. 

It  is  more  difficult  to  decide  what  diseases  in  the  house 
should  preclude  a  healthy  child  from  attending  school  than 
in  what  diseases  it  should  be  necessary  to  exclude  a  suffer¬ 
ing  child,  since  most  teachers  would  send  home  a  child 
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suffering  from  unhealthy  symptoms,  such  as  a  rash  or 
eruption  that  might  indicate  eruptive  fever,  diarrhoea  or 
vomiting  that  might  precede  cholera  or  other  zymotic 
disease,  coug'h  or  expectoration  suspicious  of  whooping- 
cough  or  consumption,  sore  throat  or  hoarseness  pre¬ 
monitory  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria,  snuffling  or  nasal 
catarrh  forerunning  measles,  not  to  mention  also  swollen 
glands,  flushing',  shivering,  and  drowsiness. 

The  question  is  whether  a  child  living  in  a  house  in 
which  another  child  is  suffering'  from  scabies,  impetigo 
contagiosa,  ringworm,  ophthalmia,  or  sore  throat,  should 
be  excluded  from  school  ? 

Dr.  II.  Kenwood  (Finchley  Urban  District)  reports  in 
reference  to  schools : — u  The  measure  which  most  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  have  advocated  for  many  years  is  a 
system  of  medical  supervision  of  the  scholars  at  regular 
and  frequent  intervals,  and  Germany  has  of  course  adopted 
it.  For  that  countrv  the  school  doctor  has  now  been 
appointed  in  considerable  numbers.  ITe  has  nothing  at  all 
to  do  with  treatment;  he  only  decides  as  to  the  total  or 
partial  exemption  of  children  from  school  attendance  on 
the  score  of  health.  To  give  one  instance  of  the  value  of 
such  an  appointment,  as  the  result  of  the  recent  examina¬ 
tion  of  two  schools  in  Leipsic,  there  were  found  2  children 
suffering  from  consumption,  11  from  heart  disease,  10  from 
spinal  curvature,  63  from  obstructive  growths  in  the  nose 
and  throat,  which  lead  to  defects  of  speech,  &c.,  75  with 
defects  cf  vision,  and  10  with  defects  of  hearing'.  Alt 
these  conditions  should  be  early  detected  and  dealt  with, 
as  well  as  infectious  disease. 
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*•  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  moreover,  that  the 
head  teacher  should  learn  as  soon  as  possible  of  the  cause 
of  the  absence  of  absentees.  The  present  arrangements 
are  miserably  designed  to  meet  this  very  necessary  require¬ 
ment  in  the  interest  of  disease  prevention.  The  school 
attendance  officers  neither  visit  the  absentees  nor  notify 
the  teacher  with  anything-  approaching-  sufficient  despatch. 
Further,  no  child  who  has  been  absent  on  account  of 
illness  should  be  permitted  to  again  attend  school  until 
after  a  medical  examination.  Schools  must  continue  to 
act  as  centres  of  infection  from  time  to  time  so  long  as  the 
decision  as  to  whether  a  child  should  return  to  school  or 
not  is  left  to  any  non-medical  opinion.” 

Ambulances. 

The  accompanying  table,  brought  up  to  date,  shows  the 
details  of  ambulance  provision  made  in  each  District: —

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Section  3. — Disinfection  and  Methods. 

Dr.  II.  Kenwood  (Fincliley  Urban  District)  reports,  with 
regard  to  disinfection,  that : — “During  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  the  necessary  works  were  commenced  for  the 
installation  of  an  £  Equifex  *  steam  disinfecting  apparatus 
in  the  District,  and,  at  the  time  of  writing,  such  provision 
is  almost  complete  for  the  disinfection,  by  the  only  efficient 
way,  of  clothing  and  bedding  by  means  of  steam  under 
pressure. 

“  The  Equifex  disinfector  is  a  non-jacketted  cylinder, 
into  which  steam,  at  a  pressure  of  10  lbs.,  is  admitted. 
The  pressure  of  the  steam  can  be  intermitted  so  as  to 
facilitate  its  penetration  into  infected  articles  ;  and  suitable 
provisions  are  made  to  prevent  the  walls  of  the  cylinder 
from  condensing  the  steam,  without  running  the  risk  of 
superheating  the  steam  in  the  cylinder.  After  exposure 
to  the  saturated  steam  for  about  30  minutes,  the  articles 
are  subsequently  dried  in  the  oven  by  the  admission  of 
hot  air.” 

The  accompanying  table,  brought  up  to  date,  shows 
the  provision  made  for  disinfection  in  each  of  the  several 
Districts :  — 


Disinfecting  Chambers. 
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Section  4, — Vaccination  and  Inoculation. 

As  a  few  Sanitary  Authorities  in  England  are  supplying' 
diphtheria  antitoxin  free  of  charge,  and  a  few  are  selling' 
it  at  cost  price,  and  some  others  are  being-  advised  to 
adopt  a  similar  course,  it  is  opportune  to  consider  the 
bearings  of  inoculations  and  vaccinations. 

The  term  vaccination  is  generally  applied  to  the  inocula¬ 
tion  of  vaccine  lymph,  but  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  and 
comparison,  it  is  convenient  to  drop  the  terms  “  vaccina¬ 
tion  ”  and  “  lymph,”  and  speak  merely  of  the  inoculation 
of  antivariolous  fluid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  inoculation 
of  any  other  anti-disease  fluid  may  be  spoken  of. 

Inoculations  are  of  two  kinds,  curative  and  preventive, 
the  former  being  studied  as  part  of  the  new  branch  of 
therapeutics  known  as  serumtherapy,  and  the  latter  in 
connection  with  prophylaxis — that  is  to  say,  the  former 
for  curative,  and  the  latter  for  preventive  treatment. 

Fluids  for  inoculation  upon  man,  as  distinguished  from 
farm  stock,  are  being  used  in  connection  with  the  following- 
diseases  : — variola  (small-pox),  diphtheria,  streptococcal  or 
septic  diseases  (especially  puerperal  fever  and  erysipelas), 
tetanus  or  lockjaw,  pneumonia  or  inflammation  of  the 
lungs,  typhoid  or  enteric  fever,  plague,  and  cholera. 

The  difference  between  curative  and  preventive  inocula¬ 
tion  fluids  is  that  whereas  the  former  are  used  after  the 
diagnosis  of  the  disease  is  made  upon  persons  suffering 
from  the  disease  it  is  sought  to  cure,  the  latter  are  used 
upon  healthy  persons,  or,  at  least,  upon  persons  not 
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suffering'  from  the  disease  it  is  sought  to  prevent.  It  is 
necessary  to  make  the  distinction  clear  because  clinicians 
recommend  that  curative  inoculation  fluids  should  be  used 
early,  strong,  and  in  large  doses,  and  bacteriologists  point 
out  that  the  earlier  the  administration  of  the  fluids  at  the 
onset  of  the  disease  the  greater  the  effect,  and  the  later 
the  smaller,  showing  that,  in  one  sense,  the  curative  effect 
may  be  regarded  as  preventive,  but  in  this  sense  the 
demarcation  between  cure  and  prevention  would  be 
destroyed. 

Therefore,  it  is  to  be  understood  that  a  “  preventive  ” 
inoculation  or  injection  is  employed  upon  a  healthy  person 
as  a  means  of  protection  against  a  disease,  and  a  “  cura¬ 
tive  ”  inoculation  or  injection  is  employed  upon  a  person 
sickening  for  or  suffering  from  a  disease.

With  the  exception  of  the  two  first,  the  sera  for  inocula¬ 
tion  or  injection  are  in  more  or  less  experimental  stages, 
still,  the  periods  in  some  are  not  ascertained  and  in  others 
are  not  sufficiently  corroborated,  so  that  they  must  not  be 
regarded  as  reliable,  but  as  merely  tentative.  In  the  course 
of  time,  serumtherapy  will  be  more  perfected.  It  would 
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occupy  too  much  space  now  to  enter  into  a  dissertation 
upon  the  merits  and  demerits  of  serumtherapy*  but  in 
veterinary  medicine  it  is  now  practised  with  success  in  a 
number  of  diseases  upon  a  large  scale  upon  domestic 
animals. 

CHAPTER  II  I.— S ANITATION. 

Sanitary  Work  Generally. 

Tables  C  (I,  II,  III,  and  IV)  have  been  compiled  as  in 
previous  years,  and  appended  to  Part  III  in  this  Report. 

Tabular  returns  of  sanitary  work  carried  out  should 
accompany  every  Annual  Report  in  the  same  manner  as 
tabular  returns  of  births,  deaths,  and  sickness.  Nearly  all

the  Reports  contain  such  returns  in  classified  forms,  but 
some  omit  parts.  The  omissions  are  shown  in  the  tables 
themselves,  and  notes  on  the  subject  in  the  summaries  in 
Part  II.

Where  no  record  appears  in  the  Annual  Report  as  to  the 
number  of  any  particular  premises  in  a  District,  the  number 
stated  in  a  previous  report  has  been  entered  in  the  Table 
lettered  C  (II). 

Table  D  has  been  added  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the 
Adoptive  Acts,  Bye-laws  and  Regulations  in  force  in  each 
of  the  Districts  of  the  County.  At  present  the  informa¬ 
tion  is  small,  but  it  will  accumulate,  and  in  time  complete 
a  valuable  table  of  reference.  If  the  Adoptive  Acts,  Bye¬ 
laws,  and  Regulations  in  force  in  a  District  were  stated 
at  the  end  of  the  Annual  Reports,  Table  D  could  soon  be 
completed. 
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Inspections. 

Complaints. — In  22  of  the  33  Districts  the  number  of 
complaints  is  recorded  as  shown  in  the  first  column  of 
Table  C  (I.). 

Infectious  Diseases  Notified. — The  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  notified  is  shown  in  the  second  column 
of  Table  C  (I.),  extracted  from  the  returns  of  sanitary 
work  accomplished  in  the  District  Reports.  A  more 
correct  return,  compiled  from  Table  B,  is  shown  in  the 
tabular  form,  headed  “  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases, 
1900,”  in  Section  1,  Chapter  II. 

Premises  Periodically  Inspected. — In  18  Districts  the 
numbers  are  stated,  but  appear  to  include  other  premises 
in  some  Districts. 

House-to- House  Inspections.  —  These  inspections  were 
carried  on  in  about  half  the  Districts,  the  g’reatest  number 
being  in  Willesden,  Tottenham,  and  Uxbridge. 

Total  Inspections. — In  23  of  the  33  Districts  these  are 
stated  in  total  or  in  detail. 

Letters  and  Notices.— In  26  Districts  returns  of  the 
clerical  work  are  made. 


Dwellings. 

In  22  Districts  the  number  of  premises  cleansed  and 
repaired  are  recorded,  in  14  the  number  closed  as  unfit  for 
habitation,  in  9  the  number  re-opened  after  repair,  and  in  5 
the  number  demolished ;  the  underground  dwellings 
vacated  appear  to  be  4,  in  Willesden  only. 
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Dwelling-houses. — The  housing  question  appears  to  be 
attracting  attention  in  many  Districts,  and  a  number  of 
quotations  upon  this  subject  are  at  the  present  moment  of 
great  interest. 

Mr.  Henry  Bott  (Brentford  Urban  District)  says  : — 

“Bor  many  years  great  attention  has  been  paid  to 
improving  the  dwellings  of  the  poor,  and  this  year  the 
efforts  which  have  been  so  steadily  carried  on  seem  to 
have  borne  fruit  in  the  decreased  infant  mortality  and  the 
general  freedom  from  infectious  disease.  The  chief  evil 
is  overcrowding,  and,  as  rents  steadily  rise,  it  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  to  know  what  to  do  with  the 
families  of  the  poorest  and  most  thriftless.  If  a  man 
could  be  made  to  understand  that  a  weekly  wage,  barely 
sufficient  to  keep  himself,  is  not  enough  to  decently  main¬ 
tain  a  wife  and  large  family,  perhaps  he  would  not  be  so 
eager  to  incur  the  responsibilities  of  matrimony,  and 
so  there  would  be  fewer  squalid  homes  to  deal  with. 
If  girls  instead  of  earning  their  living  at  day  work 
would  become  domestic  servants,  they  would  be  healthier 
in  mind  and  body  and  better  fitted  for  marriage  and  its 
responsibilities  when  the  time  came,  and  the  standard  of 
morality  would  be  raised.” 

Mr.  Marston  Clark  (Twickenham  Urban  District) 
reports,  in  reference  to  the  Housing  of  the  Working- 
Classes  Act,  that : — 

“  The  Council  had  under  consideration  the  question  of 
erecting  36  houses,  at  a  rental  of  seven  shillings  and  six¬ 
pence  per  week,  and  13  houses  at  eight  shillings  and  six¬ 
pence  per  week,  respectively,  being  a  part  of  a  scheme 
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upon  a  piece  of  land  situated  in  a  growing*  portion  of  the- 
District.  Tenders  were  invited  for  the  erection  of  the 
houses  and  the  construction  of  the  necessary  roads  and 
sewers.  It  was  found,  however,  that  by  reason  of  the 
high  quotation  given  by  the  builders  for  the  various  works, 
and  the  market  price  of  money,  it  was  impossible  to  erect 
the  cottages  at  the  proposed  rental  without  making  a 
loss.  Representations  were  made  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  suggesting  that  the  period  of  repayment 
actually  granted  to  Local  Authorities  for  building,  under 
Part  3  of  this  Statute,  should  be  extended  to  the  full 
statutory  period  of  60  years.  By  reason  of  the  reply,  the 
Council  were  compelled  to  let  the  matter  remain  in 
abeyance  for  future  consideration.  I  ma}T  point  out  that 
a  considerable  number  of  houses  have  been  built,  the 
majority  of  which  are  small  villa  residences.” 

Mr.  G.  Hope  (Hanwell  Urban  District),  speaking  of 
housing,  says  : — “  It  will  be  noticed  that  Part  III  of  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  appears 
amongst  others  and  the  matter  is  receiving  the  attention 
of  the  Council  as  it  should  do  in  all  suburban  Districts. 
Sanitary  dwellings  at  reasonable  rates  are  required  badly 
in  this  District  as  in  others.  A  number  of  cottages  have 
been  erected  here  as  elsewhere,  with  the  rents  fixed  too 
high ;  the  consequence  is  that  the  greater  number  are 
empty,  and  those  that  are  occupied  are  overcrowded  by 
several  families  in  order  to  make  up  the  rent.  This 
question  is  a  very  serious  one  in  our  District,  on  account 
of  the  construction  of  a  new  railway  running  along  the 
borders  from  Ealing  northward  through  Greenford.  A 
large  number  of  navvies  with  their  families,  &c.,  have 
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been  imported  into  the  place :  these,  together  with  the 
navvies  employed  by  the  London  United  Tramways  .Qpm- 
pany,  who  are  putting  down  a  line  for  an  electric  tramway 
system  along*  the  main  or  Uxbridge  Road,  make  a  con- 
siderable  addition  and  difference  to  our  population,  and  as 
cheap  lodgings  in  the  District  are  not  to  be  had,  over¬ 
crowding  is  the  result.” 

With  regard  to  Greenford  Urban  District,  Mr.  G.  Hope 
also  writes  in  reference  to  housing  : — “  Many  cottages  in 
the  District  are  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition  and  in  many 
instances  occupied  by  too  many  persons,  but  as  there  are 
none  others  to  be  had,  the  unsanitary  conditions  arising 
therefrom  cannot  be  dealt  with  as  stringently  as  one 
would  like.  The  only  remedy  for  this  state  of  things  is 
for  the  Council  to  adopt  Part  III  of  the  Housing  of  the 
Working*  Classes  Act,  and  erect  some  cottages.  I  think  it 
would  be  a  wise  step  to  take  now,  before  the  railway  is 
completed  and  the  District  consequently  opened  up.” 

Mr.  B.  Campbell-Gowan  (Hendon  Rural  District) 
speaking  of  suburban  and  rural  housing,  remarks  that  : — ■ 

Cottage  accommodation  in  Pinner,  Harrow  Weald,  and 
Great  Stanmore  is  still  far  below  requirements,  although 
some  additions  have  been  made  to  it.  Rents  are  con¬ 
sequently  abnormally  high,  and  many  of  the  cottagers  are 
compelled  to  take  in  lodgers  to  help  pay  these  rents. 
Now,  this  system  of  taking  in  lodgers  is  far  from  being 
an  unmixed  blessing*.  It  destroys  home  life,  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  word,  and  many  are  the  objections  that  can 
be  brought  forward  agaiust  it.  Speaking*  generally,  there 
has  been,  throughout  the  District,  considerable  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  condition  of  the  older  cottage  property,  while 
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the  new  leaves  little  to  be  desired,  save  in  the  all-important 
matter  of  rent.  Yet  on  the  whole,  the  want  of  suitable 
artisans’  dwellings  is  still  keenly  felt.  From  time  to  time 
I  have  thrown  out  various  suggestions  for  the  amelioration 
of  the  conditions  under  which  the  working  classes  are 
compelled  to  live,  and  I  have  appealed  for  help  for  them 
in  this  matter.  The  response  has  been  spasmodic  and 
feeble,  but  I  am  grateful  even  for  this  small  mercy.” 

At  Wood  Green,  Mr.  C.  II.  Conolly  says : — “  It  is 
apparent  that  a  gradually-increasing  amount  of  over¬ 
crowding  is  taking  place.  Many  houses  originally 
intended  for  one  family  are  now  occupied  by  two  or  more, 
the  increasing  cost  of  rent  acting  as  a  powerful  induce¬ 
ment  to  the  poorer  householder  to  sub-let  part  of  his 
premises,  to  the  detriment  of  his  own  family. 

“  Where  the  legal  minimum  of  space  is  not  provided  we 
have  taken  action  in  all  cases,  but  conditions  seriously 
affecting  the  well-being  of  the  inhabitants  exist  long  before 
this  point  is  reached.  The  causes  of  this  increasing 
tendency  to  overcrowding  depend  on  complicated  economic 
and  social  conditions,  for  which  I  am  not  prepared  to 
suggest  a  remedy.  Although  the  erection  of  workmen’s 
dwellings  by  municipal  enterprise  will  probably  touch  the 
fringe  of  the  subject,  it  is  a  step  towards  a  practical 
remedy,  and  offers  immediate  relief  in  special  cases.  The 
extension  and  improvement  of  cheap  locomotion  and  inter¬ 
communication,  and  a  simplification  of  the  laws  relating  to 
land,  offer,  to  my  mind,  the  greater  prospect  of  future 
improvement.” 

Of  Southgate,  where  the  Authority  has  taken  action, 
Dr.  Sydney  Ransome  reports  : — “  The  twelve  new  cottages 


erected  by  you  under  this  Act,  in  Highfield  Row,  were 
occupied  last  spring.  The  applications  received  exceeded 
the  cottages  in  number.  The  original  occupants  still 
remain  in  them,  and  express  themselves  as  very  pleased 
with  them,  finding  them  healthy  and  convenient.  These 
facts  clearly  show  the  great  need  there  is  in  the  District 
for  sound,  healthy  cottages  such  as  these.  In  parts  of  the 
District  a  number  of  old  unhealthy  cottages  remain,  many 
of  which  ought  to  be  pulled  down,  and  which  would  be 
straightway  condemned  except  that  there  are  no  others 
for  the  occupants  to  go  into  if  this  were  done.  This  state 
of  things  is  far  from  satisfactory,  and  hampers  our  efforts 
for  sanitary  improvement  in  this  direction.  It  is  the  cause 
of  much  ill-health  and  lowered  vitality  amongst  those  who 
inhabit  them,  and  an  indirect  danger  to  the  whole  com¬ 
munity. 

“  There  is  no  more  useful  or  necessary  sanitary  reform 
you  could  undertake  than  the  erection  of  good  wholesome 
cottages,  and  I  strongly  recommend  you  to  seriously  con¬ 
sider  the  question  of  building  more  of  them  in  the 
immediate  future.  In  the  meantime,  in  regard  to  the  old 
existing  cottages,  owners  could  do  a  great  deal  more  than 
is  at  present  done  towards  making  this  class  of  property 
more  sound  and  healthy  by  carrying  out  requisite  repairs 
and  cleansing  more  frequently  than  is  now  the  case, 
without  waiting  for  the  Sanitary  Authorities  to  enforce 
those  necessary  measures  which  property  owners  ought  to 
carry  out  on  their  own  responsibility.” 

Dr.  J.  J.  Ridge  (Enfield  Urban  District)  expresses 
another  view  of  the  question  : — “  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
most  pressing  need  at  the  present  time  is  to  deal  with  the 
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housing  question,  and  especially  to  arrest  the  continual 
rise  of  rent,  which  is  causing  the  poorer  population  to 
crowd  together  in  ways  detrimental  to  health  and  decency* 
It  is  perfectly  true  that  the  worst  examples  of  this  are- 
found  among  those  who  are  given  to  drink,  and  wdio,  but 
for  that,  would  not  put  up  with  the  conditions  under  which 
they  at  present  exist ;  but  ft  is  certain  that  if  by  increased 


sobriety  a  larger  number  of  people  vrere  able  to  pay  more 
rent  and  demanded  separate  houses,  the  rents  would  rise, 
and  the  people  be  no  better  off  in  the  long  run.” 


Flats  and  Tenement  Houses.— On  this  subject  Dr.  Clothier 
(Hornsey  Urban  District)  makes  some  very  pertinent 
remarks: — “The  fact  that  the  building  of  this  class  of 
houses  in  the  District  is  rapidly  on  the  increase  leads  me  to¬ 
rn  ake  a  few  lemarks  on  the  subject,  as  I  consider  that,, 
unless  great  care  is  taken  in  seeing  that  proper  air  space, 
both  back  and  front,  is  given,  and  no  overcrowding- 
allowed,  this  altered  style  of  building  will  tend  to  become 
a  danger  to  the  public  health.  The  object  of  this  style  of 
house  is  to  admit  of  the  crowding  of  more  people  into  the 
same,  or  even  less,  cubic  space  than  has  hitherto  been 
considered  necessary,  and  this  of  itself,  if  carried  beyond  a 
certain  point,  constitutes  a  public  danger,  more  particularly 
as  regards  infectious,  tuberculous  and  respiratory  diseases. 
Overcrowding  may  apply  to  blocks  of  houses  being-  too 
near  each  other,  that  is  to  lsay,  not  having  sufficient  air 
space  between  them,  to  houses  having  too  many  tenements, 
and  to  rooms  being  too  small  for  the  number  of  persons 
living  in  them.  As  regards  these  tenement  houses,  some 
have  been  newly  erected,  some  are  situated  over  shops, 
and  others  are  the  result  of  alterations  of  houses  already 


built,  the  alteration  always  consisting  in  making’  so-called 
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separate  provision  for  more  families  than  could  be  accom¬ 
modated  before  the  alteration.  In  my  capacity  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  I  have  had  to  visit  many  of  these  houses, 
and  I  venture  to  make  a  few  allusions  as  to  my  impression 
of  them.  Many  of  the  two -.tenement  houses  when  seen 
from  the  outside  have  the  appearance  of  an  ordinary 
house,  and  only  a  close  observer  would  notice  that  there 
are  usually  two  bells,  one  above  the  other,  marked  in  some 
way,  perhaps,  to  distinguish  the  two  tenements  one  from 
the  other;  and  perhaps,  also,  the  covers  to  two  coal 
•cellars  can  be  seen  instead  of  one.  It  is  only  on  entering 
the  house  that  it  is  seen  that,  by  the  exercise  of  great 
ingenuity  on  the  part  of  the  architect,  what  appears  on 
the  outside  as  one  house  only  is  found  to  be  made  up  of 
two  distinct  tenements,  the  front  door  and  passage  being 
the  only  portion  common  to  the  two  sets  of  inhabitants. 
In  these  smaller  houses  the  sanitary  arrangements  are 
quite  distinct,  and  the  dust- bins  can  be  kept  outside  in  the 
gardens  or  back  courts.  In  houses  containing,  however, 
more  than  two  tenements  the  dust-bins  are  not  always 
kept  outside,  as  should  be  the  case,  and,  in  fact,  in  some  of 
these  houses  no  proper  place  has  been  provided  for  the  bins, 
which  are  either  placed  in  the  houses  or  passages,  and 
thus  constitute  a  nuisance.  There  is  one  advantage  which 
these  tenement  houses  have,  and  that  is  that  the  sanitary 
dust-bins  provided  must  be  small,  and  consequently  have  to 
be  frequently  emptied.  The  very  fact,  however,  which 
necessitates  their  being  small,  namely,  because  they  have 
often  to  bo  carried  through  the  houses  and  down  the 
common  stairs,  may  in  itself  constitute  a  bad  nuisance  in 
the  shape  of  smells  being  given  off  whilst  the  bins  are 
being  carried  down  and  emptied.  Another  feature  in  some 
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of  these  houses  not  to  be  recommended  is  the  fact  that  the 
larders  are  not  ventilated  from  the  outside  but  open  directly 
into  the  kitchens.  A  larder  so  situated  is  not  a  proper 
place  in  which  to  put  milk,  fruit,  vegetables,  etc.,  especially 
during’  the  hot  weather.  The  presence  of  many  tenement 
houses  in  the  District  must  add  to  the  difficulty  in  making- 
an  estimate  of  the  population.  Hitherto  a  rough  estimate 
has  been  made  by  taking  the  population  of  each  house  as 
on  an  average  six  persons.  Now,  however,  this  plan  must 
be  given  up,  and  the  question  arises  as  to  whether  a  house,, 
say,  with  eight  tenements  is  to  be  reckoned  as  one  house 
or  eight ;  if  the  former,  an  estimate  of  six  persons  living  in 
it  would  be  absurd ;  if  the  latter,  giving  48  persons,  the 
error  would  probably  be  considerably  in  the  other  direc¬ 
tion.  One  other  point  will  also  have  to  be  considered,  and 
that  is  the  course  of  action  to  be  adopted  on  the  outbreak 
of  dangerous  infectious  disease  in  a  tenement  house.  It  is 
quite  certain  that  susceptible  people  living  in  such  a  house 
will  stand  a  much  greater  chance  of  catching  the  disease 
than  if  they  lived  in  entirely  separate  houses,  and  this 
points  to  the  greater  necessity  of  isolating  first  cases  as 
soon  as  possible,  which  can  only  be  effectually  done  by 
removal  to  hospital.  Another  very  serious  question 
arises,  namely : — supposing  that  for  some  reason  or  ether 
the  patient  be  not  removed  but  isolated  so  far  as  can  be 
done  at  home,  is  the  tenement  where  the  patient  lives,  or 
the  whole  house,  to  be  considered  infectious,  and  are 
children  who  live  in  the  other  tenements,  and  have  very 
probably  been  in  contact  with  the  patient,  to  be  excluded 
from  school,  as  well  as  those  living  in  the  tenement  where 
the  disease  actually  exists  ?  ” 

Underground  dwellings. — It  appears  that  only  in  Willes- 
den,  where  four  were  closed  as  illegal,  do  underground 
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rooms  let  as  dwellings  exist,  the  term  underground  apply¬ 
ing  to  rooms,  the  floor  of  which  is  more  than  four  feet 
below  the  level  of  the  adjoining  ground. 

Houses  let  in  lodgings. — The  number  of  houses  registered 
under  bye-laws  for  houses  let  in  lodgings  to  members  of 
more  than  one  family  is  stated  in  17  Districts;  in  11  of 
these  none  are  registered,  and  there  are  either  no  bye-laws 
or  they  do  not  come  into  operation ;  in  Willesden  and 
Hendon  there  are  a  considerable  number  registered  ;  in 
the  remaining1  4  Districts  the  numbers  registered  are 
under  a  dozen. 

Common  lodging-houses. — In  19  Districts  there  are  records 
of  the  number  of  common  lodging-houses,  in  12  there  are 
none  registered,  and  in  7  the  number  registered  varies- 
from  1  to  9,  including  9  in  Uxbridge,  7  in  Brentford,  and 
6  in  Tottenham. 

Canal  boats  used  as  dwellings.  —There  are  twro  Registra¬ 
tion  Authorities  in  the  County  for  canal  boats.  In- 
Brentford  255  boats  are  registered,  and  in  Uxbridge  27. 

Moveable  dwellings. — In  15  Districts  caravans,  tents,  and 
sheds  were  dealt  with  as  shown  in  the  last  column  of 
Table  C  (I.) 

Schools. 

In  26  of  the  33  Districts,  in  Table  0  (II.),  the  number  of 
schools  is  stated,  and  in  some  the  number  or  frequency  of 
the  inspections  made. 

In  Chapter  II.,  Infectious  Diseases,  Section  II.,  Isolation, 
in  this  Report,  will  be  found  some  remarks  as  to  exclusion 
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from  school  on  account  of  infectious  diseases,  and  these, 
coupled  with  the  remarks  made  in  the  Report  for  1898, 
in  Chapter  III.,  under  the  head  of  “  Schools,”  will  give 
some  indications  of  the  course  pursuable  in  different 
circumstances  of  infection.

Factories  and  Workshops. 

Factories. — The  power  of  Sanitary  Authorities  extends 
to  factories  as  regards  nuisances,  refuse  accumulation,  and 
smoke,  as  to  the  discharge  of  solid  and  liquid  refuse  into 
streams,  and  also  as  to  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  for 
both  sexes. 

Workshops. — In  18  Districts  the  number  of  workshops  is 
recorded,  and  in  15  the  number  or  frequency  of  inspections. 

Laundries. — In  20  Districts  is  given  the  number  of 
laundries,  and  the  amount  of  inspection  is  stated  in  14. 

Bakehouses. — In  26  Districts  the  number  of  bakehouses 
are  stated,  and  in  19  the  amount  of  inspection.  (Table 
C  (II).) 

Public  Baths  and  Wash-Houses. 

The  amount  of  provision  for  public  baths  and  wash¬ 
houses  would  form  an  interesting  inquiry  that  might  be 
tabulated  for  reference. 

Public  Open  Spaces. 

Similarly,  the  number,  size,  and  situation  of  the  public 
open  spaces  would  be  valuable  information. 


Slaughter-Houses  . 


The  number  of  slaughter-houses  is  stated  in  all  but 
3  Districts,  and  in  22  Districts  the  amount  of  inspection. 
(Table  C  II.) 

Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

In  the  Urban  Districts  the  number  of  these  premises  is 
•stated,  and  in  the  majority  the  number  or  periodical 
frequency  of  inspections. 

Dr.  Fletcher  Little  (Harrow  Urban  District)  writes  : — “  I 
feel  it  my  duty  again  to  recommend  a  course  of  Lectures 
•on  Dairy  Management.  They  could  conveniently  be 
delivered  in  the  Technical  School.  Such  a  course  would 
expose  the  causes  of  many  of  the  dangers  which  arise  from 
our  present  method  of  milk  supply.  We  should  no  longer 
see  milk  brought  into  the  town  in  antiquated  churns,  with 
mouths  shaped  like  a  rain-gauge,  prepared  to  catch  all 
kinds  of  pollution,  and  unsealed  so  as  to  offer  every  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  abstraction  and  adulteration.  For  example,  such 
an  occurrence  as  had  been  reported  lately  in  our  daiiy 
papers  would  be  impossible.  Here  milk  was  abstracted  on 
the  round,  and  water  substituted.  In  Copenhagen  this  is 
prevented  by  the  use  of  a  vessel  which  enables  milk  to  be 
taken  out,  but  prevents  any  liquid  being  put  in.” 

Mr.  F.  W.  Andrew  (Hendon  Urban  District)  reports 
that— -“All  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  District  have  been 
inspected  with  a  view  to  seeing  that  the  regulations  with 
regard  to  cleanliness  and  drainage  are  properly  carried 
■out.  Speaking  generally,  the  cowsheds  are  well  kept. 
In  some  instances  glaring  sanitary  defects  v>ere  found,  and 
orders  were  at  once  issued  for  them  to  be  put  in  order. 
This  District  is  an  important  one  from  the  milk  point  of 


view,  a  very  large  amount  of  milk  finding  its  way  into  London 
and  District;  and  it  behoves  one  to  be  vigilant  and  see 
that  the  milk  is  as  free  from  sources  of  contamination  as 
possible.  The  dairies  were,  in  nearly  every  instance,  kept 
in  very  good  order.” 

Mr.  W.  Gruggen  (South  Mimms  Rural  District) .  reports 
that — “  Regulations  under  the  Dairies’  Order  were  made  in 
1889,  and  a  register  kept.  I  would  call  the  attention  of 
the  authorities  to  (he  new  model  regulations  recently 
issued  by  the  Loral  Government  Board,  and  would  recom¬ 
mend  their  adoption  as  an  improvement  on  the  old  ones. 
I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  Order  of  1899,  and  would 
recommend  that  the  Inspector  be  empowered  to  call  in  a 
veterinary  surgeon  when  necessary.” 

The  model  regulations  mentioned  are  of  such  importance, 
that  they  should  be  as  widely  known  as  possible ;  they  are 
as  follows : —

Every  eowkeeper  shall  Cause  every  part  of  the 
interior  of  every  dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary 
to  secure  that  such  dairy  shall  be  at  all  times  reasonably 
clean  and  sweet.” 

“  (2.)  lie  shall  cause  the  floor  of  every  such  dairy  to  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  with  water  at  least  once  in  every  day.” 

“  Drainage. 

“  13.  (1.)  Every  eowkeeper  shall  cause  the  drainage  of 
every  dairy  in  his  occupation  to  be  so  arranged  that  all 
liquid  matter  which  may  fall  or  be  cast  upon  the  floor  may 
be  conveyed  by  a  suitable  open  channel  to  the  outside  of 
such  dairy,  and  may  there  be  received  in  a  suitable  gully 
communicating  with  a  proper  and  sufficient  drain.” 

“(2.)  lie  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  inlet  to  any  drain 
of  such  dairy  to  be  within  such  dairy.”

“  Water  Supply. 

“  14.  (1.)  Every  eowkeeper  shall  cause  every  dairy  in  his 
occupation  to  be  provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of  good 
and  wholesome  water  for  the  cleansing  of  such  dairy  and 
of  any  vessels  that  may  be  used  therein  for  containing 
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milk,  and  for  all  other  reasonable  and  necessary  purposes 
in  connection  with  the  use  thereof/’ 

(2.)  He  shall  cause  every  cistern  or  other  receptacle  in 
which  any  such  water  may  be  stored  to  be  properly 
covered  and  ventilated,  and  so  placed  as  to  be  at  all  times' 
readily  accessible.” 

“  (3.)  He  shall  cause  every  such  cistern  or  receptacle  to 
be  emptied  and  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time  as 
often  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  any 
water  that  mav  be  stored  therein/’ 


“  For  Securing  the  Cleanliness  of  Milk  Stores,  Milk 
Shops,  and  of  Milk  Vessels  used  for  containing 
Milk  for  Sale  by  Persons  following  the  Trade, 
of  Cowkekpers  or  Dairymen.” 

“  Cleanliness  of  Milk  Stores  and  Milk  Shops . 

“  15.  Every  cowkeeper  who  is  the  occupier  of  a  milk  store 
or  milk  shop  shall  cause  every  part  of  the  interior  of  such 
milk  store  or  milk  shop  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  from 
time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  such 
milk  store  or  milk  shop  in  a  thorough  state  of  cleanliness. ” 

“  Cleanliness  of  Milk  Vessels . 

“  1G.  (1.)  Every  cowkeeper  shall  from  time  to  time  as 
often  as  may  be  necessary  cause  every  milk  vessel  that 
may  be  used  by  him  for  containing’  milk  for  sale  to  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  with  steam  or  clean  boiling  water, 
and  shall  otherwise  take  all  proper  precautions  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  milk  vessel  in  a  constant  state  of 
cleanliness.” 


“  (2.)  He  shall,  on  every  occasion  when  any  such  vessel 
shall  have  been  used  to  contain  milk,  or  shall  have  been 
returned  to  him  after  having*  been  out  of  his  possession, 
cause  such  vessel  to  be  forthwith  so  cleansed.” 

“For  Prescribing  Precautions  to  be  taken~by  Pur¬ 
veyors  of  Milk  and  Persons  selling  Milk  by 
Retail  against  Infection  or  Contamination.” 

“  17.  (1.)  Every  purveyor  of  milk  or  person  selling*  milk 
by  retail  shall  take  all  reasonable  and  proper  precautions^ 
in  and  in  connection  with  the  storage  and  distribution  of 
the  milk,  and  otherwise,  to  prevent  the  exposure  of  the- 
milk  to  any  infection  or  contamination.” 

“  (2.)  He  shall  not  deposit  or  keep  any  milk  intended  for*

In  any  room  or  place  where  it  would  be  liable  to* 
become  infected  or  contaminated  by  impure  aim 
or  by  any  offensive,  noxious,  or  deleterious  gas 
or  substance,  or  by  any  noxious  or  injurious-

“  (b.)  In  any  room  used  as  a  kitchen  or  as  a  living, 
room  ;  or 

“  (c.)  In  any  room  or  building,  or  part  of  a  building 
communicating  directly  by  door,  window,  fir- 
otherwise  with  any  room  used  as  a  sleeping 
room,  or  in  which  there  may  be  any  person 
suffering*  from  any  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  or  which  may  have  been  used  by  any 
person  suffering*  from  any  such  disease,  and  may 
not  have  been  properly  disinfected  ;  or 
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*£  (d.)  In  any  room  or  building’,  or  part  of  a  building,  in 
which  there  may  be  any  direct  inlet  to  any  drain. 

“  (3.)  He  shall  not  keep  milk  for  sale,  or  cause  or  suffer 
any  such  milk  to  be  placed  in  any  vessel,  receptacle,  or 
utensil  which  is  not  thoroughly  clean.” 

“  (4.)  He  shall  cause  every  vessel,  receptacle,  or  utensil 
used  by  him  for  containing’  milk  for  sale  to  be  thoroughly 
cleansed  with  steam  or  clean  boiling  water  after  it  shall 
have  been  used,  and  to  be  maintained  in  a  constant  state 
of  cleanliness.” 

“  (5.)  He  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  cow  belonging  to 
tiim  or  under  his  care  or  control  to  be  milked  for  the 
purpos  eof  obtaining  milk  for  sale — 

“(re)  Unless,  at  the  imp  of  milking,  the  udder  and 
teats  of  such  cow  are  thoroughly  clean  ;  and 

44  ( b .)  Unless  the  hands  of  the  person  milking  such  cow, 
also,  are  thoroughly  clean  and  free  from  all 
infection  and  contamination.” 

“  Penalties. 

18.  Every  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the 
foregoing  regulations  shall  be  liable  for  every  such  offence 
to  a  penalty  of  Jive  pounds,  and  in  the  case  of  a  continuing 
■offence  to  a  further  penalty  of  forty  shillings  for  each  day 
after  written  notice  of  the  offence  from  the  Council.” 

u  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  justices,  or  court  before 
whom  any  complaint  may  be  made  or  any  proceedings

“The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  shall  from  time  to  time, 
and  forthwith  upon  complaint,  visit  and  inspect  the  shops 
and  places  kept  or  used  for  the  preparation  or  sale  of 
butchers’  meat,  poultry,  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  corn,  bread, 
flour,  milk,  or  any  other  article  to  which  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  in  this  behalf  shall  apply,  and

examine  any  animal,  carcase,  meat,  poultry,  game,  flesh, 
fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  corn,  bread,  flour,  milk,  or  other 
article  as  aforesaid,  which  may  be  therein ;  and  in  case 
any  such  article  appear  to  him  to  be  intended  for  the  food 
of  man,  and  to  be  unfit  for  such  food,  he  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  seized,  and  take  such  other  proceeding's  as  may 
be  necessary  in  order  to  have  the  same  dealt  with  by  a 
Justice :  Provided  that  in  any  case  of  doubt  arising'  under 
this  clause,  he  shall  report  the  matter  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  with  a  view  of  obtaining'  his  advice 
thereon.”  , 

Food. 

Unsound  Food. — In  0  Districts  seizures  of  unsound  food 
were  made. 

!  Adulterated  Food. — In  o  Districts  samples  were  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Adulteration  Acts. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  one  or  two  offensive  trades,  in  4  Districts,  that 
are  inspected  from  time  to  time. 

Mortuaries. 

In  10  Districts  it  is  stated  that  there  is  mortuary 
accommodation,  in  4  that  there  is  none,  and  the  rest  are- 
silent.  (Table  C  II,  last  columns.) 

Burial  Grounds. 

In  reference  to  cemeteries,  Dr.  Fletcher  Little  (Harrow 
Urban  District)  expresses  the  opinion  that — “The  rapidly 
increasing'  population  of  the  northern  suburbs  of  London 
calls  for  joint  action  on  the  part  of  the  Local  Authorities- 


with  a  view  to  the  provision  of  a  Crematorium.  The 
growing*  popularity  of  this  method  of  disposal  of  the  dead 
amongst  the  more  intelligent  classes  of  the  community 
should  lead  to  prompt  action  being  taken  in  this  direction 
by  those  in  charge  of  the  public  health.” 

Water  Supply  ani>  Water  Service. 

Wells. — Table  C  III  shows  no  new  wells  sunk,  4  cleansed, 
and  14  closed  as  polluted.  The  numbers  closed  as  polluted 
in  previous  years  were  28  in  1899,  54  in  1898,  41  in  1891, 
and  45  in  189G.  From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  a 
large  percentage  of  the  houses  in  Urban  Districts  are 
supplied  from  the  mains.  It  is  in  the  outlying  Districts 
that  the  water  supply  gives  the  most  concern. 

Mr.  C.  Dwight  M<  jrris  (Staines  Rural  District)  complains 
that — '‘Water  supplies  from  shallow  wells  give  a  good 
deal  of  anxiety  at  times,  and  although  many  of  the  villages 
are  supplied  from  water  companies’  mains,  there  still 
remains  many  (the  best  water  for  miles  round,  so  they  say) 
until  you  find  it  contaminated  by  an  adjacent  cesspool. 
The  quality  varies  much  in  relation  to  the  rise  and  fall  of 
the  subsoil  water,  which  is  very  erratic  in  our  District. 
The  gravel  subsoil  rests  on  beds  of  clay,  the  edges  of  which 
•crop  up,  forming  a  series  of  basins  all  through  the  District. 
The  value  of  this  clay  has  materially  aided  the  construction 
of  the  vast  reservoir  in  the  Stan  well  Parish,  which  is 
nothing  more  than  a  huge  clay  bucket,  a  mile  square, 
with  banks  of  enormous  stability  and  thickness,  and, 
when  filled  with  water,  will  form  a  lake  which  will  have 
a  distinct  influence  on  the  moisture  of  the  atmosphere  in 
the  vicinitv.” 


Similarly,  Dr.  P.  0.  Tothill  (Staines  Urban  District) 
complains  of  shallow  wells  : — In  my  last  year’s  report  I 
drew  attention  to  the  impure  water  supply  in  the  Yeoveney 
District.  In  the  autumn  five  cases  of  enteric  fever 
occurred  among-  the  cottages  of  Yeoveney,  and  two 
children  were  attacked  with  diphtheria,  of  whom  one  died. 
AH  the  well  rvater  in  the  District  was  analysed,  and  as  all 
the  wells  were  found  to  be  polluted,  they  were  closed,  and 
the  inhabitants  now  obtain  their  water  supply  from-  the 
river  Colne.  A  tube  well  is  now  being  driven  in  order  to 
obtain  a  pure  supply,  and  I  believe  if  it  can  be  driven  suffi¬ 
ciently  deep  to  pierce  an  impervious  stratum  of  clay,  a 
pure  supply  may  be  obtained.  Estimates  wrnre  obtained 
from  the  water  company  for  extending  their  mains  to 
Yeovaiey,  but  it  was  found  that  water  could  not  be  pro¬ 
cured  in  this  way  at  reasonable  cost.” 

Waterworks. — From  the  above  quotations  it  is  seen  that 
the  extension  of  water  mains  to  outlying  parts  becomee 
prohibitive  on  the  ground  of  expense. 

Constant  supply. — It  will  also  be  seen  from  Table  C  III 
that  a  consideraole  percentage  of  houses  are  being 
supplied  on  the  constant  system. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Privies  and  water  closets. — Some  66  above-ground  recep¬ 
tacles  were  substituted  for  pits,,  mainly  in  Wembley. 
Some  170  moveable  receptacles  were  substituted  for  fixed,, 
mainly  in  Wembley  and  Hendon  Urban  District.  Some 
op  water  closets  were  substituted  for  dry  receptacles, 
mainly  at  Hampton.  The  percentage  of  houses  provided 
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with  water  closets  is  steadily  increasing  in  the  Urban? 
Districts  (Table  C  III). 

Drains  and  sewers. — The  number  of  cesspools  abolished 
continues  to  increase,  and  the  percentage  of  houses 
draining  into  sewers  also  correspondingly  increases  (see- 
Table  C  III). 

Sewage  Disposal. 

In  continuation  of  the  accounts  of  sewage  disposal  in? 
previous  years’  Reports,  the  following  descriptions  may  be 
quoted : — 

From  Acton  Urban  District  (Mr.  G.  A.  Garry  Simpson) 
reports  as  to  sewage  disposal,  that: — “  The  precipitation 
method  of  dealing  with  sewage  is  rapidly  being  replaced 
by  the  bacterial  treatment  by  nearly  all  large  towns.  The 
fallacies  of  our  Ferrozene  process  are  yearly  becoming 
more  apparent.  We  get  a  very  different  effluent,  and  we 
find  the  difficulties  of  disposing  of  the  sludge  increasing. 
With  the  view  of  testing  the  raw  bacterial  treatment,  an 
experimental  filter  was  started  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  It  consists  of  an  open  septic  tank,  into  which  the 
sewage  is  turned  without  any  preliminary  treatment.. 
This  tank  is  aptly  called  the  digesting:  or  liquefying 
chamber.  This  liquefying  process  is  brought  about  by  the 
action  of  organisms  that  do  not  grow  in  the  presence  of 
air,  and  an  effluent  is  produced  which  is  practically  without 
solids  in  suspension.  The  effluent  from  this  septic  tank  is- 
then  uniformly  distributed  over  the  surface  of  coke  or 
clinker  and  passes  out  purified.  This  final  purification  is 
produced  by  organisms  that  grow  in  the  presence  of  air* 
and  also  by  the  oxygen  of  the  air.  As  complaints  were 


received  of  noxious  smells  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
sewage  works  I  made  frequent  visits,  and  found  by  experi¬ 
ments  that  the  smell  arose  from  the  presence  of  sulphuretted 
hydrogen,  and  that  this  gas  was  liberated  owing  to  the 
force  with  which  the  effluent  from  the  septic  tank  was 
sprayed  on  to  the  filter.  To  remedy  the  above  defect, 
further  experiments  are  being  carried  on,  and  so  far  with  very 
satisfactory  results.  The  effluent  from  the  septic  tank  is 
forced  by  a  pulsometer  into  a  tank  holding  a  day’s  supply, 
viz.,  250  gallons;  from  this  tank  the  effluent  is  delivered 
by  gravitation  on  to  a  G-inch  tile,  and  from  thence  on  to 
the  surface  of  clinker.  The  effluent  not  being  forced  on  to 
the  filtering  medium,  no  gases  are  disengaged. 

“  The  following  are  the  analyses  of  the'two  effluents,  viz. : 
the  precipitation  process,  and  the  bacterial  treatment. 
The  superiority  of  the  latter  is  obvious,  and  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  advising  the  Council  to  adopt  the  bacterial 
treatment  in  place  of  the  precipitation  method  ;  the  saving 
to  Acton  will  be  considerable,  and  we  shall  have  no  sludge 
to  deal  with  : —

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“  The  presence  of  large  quantities  of  nitrates  indicates 
that  the  organic  matter  has  been  oxidized  and  rendered 
harmless.” 

Dr.  H.  Kenwood  (Finchley  Urban  District)  reports 
that 

“  During  the  year  60  acres  of  additional  land,  on  the 
east  side  of  the  old  sewage  disposal  area,  and  extending 
from  it  to  Colney  Hatch  Lane,  were  purchased  by  the 
Council  for  the  sum  of  £31,000.  The  purchase  of  this 
land,  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  wise  provision  to  meet  the  future 
requirements  of  our  rapidly  growing  population,  and  it 
became  all  the  more  necessary  because  the  land  hitherto 
leased  from  the  St.  Pancras  Burial  Board  will  probably  be 
required  by  that  Board  at  the  expiration  of  the  present 
lease  in  1903;  and  this  land  has  proved  to  be  of  the 
greatest  value  for  irrigation  purposes  in  enabling  us  to 
maintain  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity  in  the  sewage 
effluent.  A  part  of  the  purchased  area  will  be  essential 
dor  the  purpose  of  purifying  the  storm  waters  which  reach 
the  area,  and  the  low  level  sewage  will  travel  by  gravita¬ 
tion  to  another  part  of  the  area  and  be  there  treated,  so 
that  a  very  heavy  expenditure  for  pumping,  which  has 
hitherto  had  to  be  faced,  will  be  saved.  Practically  the 
whole  of  the  land  purchased  is  available  for  the  distribution 
of  sewage,  both  from  the  high-level  and  the  low-level 
sewers. 

“  When  the  biological  purification  of  the  sewage  is 
provided  for,  it  will  be  necessary  to  conform  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  requirements,  which  are  as  follows  : — 

v  .  \  4 

1.  That  the  water  capacity  of  the  beds  shall  be  taken 
as  from  one-fourth  to  one-tlurd  the  cubical  capacity  of 
.the  medium  composing  them. 
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2.  That  the  holding  capacity  shall  be  provided  on  a. 
scale  of  three  times  that  of  the  dry  weather  flow. 

8.  That  each  contact  bed  shall  be  filled  twice  only  per 
day.  The  most  approved  practice  on  each  occasion  of  use¬ 
being  to  fill  during  one  hour,  to  give  two  hours’  rest,  and 
then  to  empty  during  another  hour. 

4.  Separate  provision  must  be  made  for  an  additional 
amount  of  storm  water  up  to  three  times  the  bulk  of  the 
dry  weather  flow,  and  these  beds  must  not  be  treated  with 
more  than  500  gallons  per  square  yard  per  day. 

5.  There  should  be  provided  for  irrigation  purposes 
land  of  a  minimum  area  of  one  acre  to  every  2,000 
persons. 

“Thus,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board,  many  of  the  existing  filter  beds  will  have  to 
be  converted  into  bacterial  beds,  and  fresh  bacterial  beds 
will  have  to  be  provided  on  the  newly  acquired  land  for 
the  purpose  of  purifying  the  low-level  sewage,  and,  in 
addition,  the  Council  should  lay  down  a  special  storm, 
water  filter  for  both  the  high  and  the  low-ievel  sewage. 

“  Latterly  the  quantities  of  chemicals  used  have  been 
very  much  reduced,  and  the  sewage  has  been  given 
greater  opportunities  of  natural  sedimentation,  with  the 
result  that  the  cost  of  chemicals  has  been  reduced,  and 
the  purification,  if  anything,  improved.” 

Mr.  F.  A.  Spreat  reports  as  to  Friern  Barnet,  that : — 
u  The  sewage  works  are  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the 
District  (in  Wood  Green  Parish),  and  within  100  yards  of  a 
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small  brook  into  which  the  effluent  flows.  The  original 
works  were  completed  at  the  end  of  1886  from  designs  by 
Mr.  Baldwin  Latham,  M.Inst.C.E.,  and  were  executed 
under  his  direction.  The  working  of  the  tanks  has  been 
altered  and  improved  within  the  last  two  years,  and  three 
new  filters  are  now  in  course  of  construction,  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Reynolds,  Assoc.  M.Inst.C.E., 
the  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  from  plans  made  by  him. 


“The  roads  in  the  District  have  separate  drains  for  storm 
water,  most  of  the  houses  having  the  dual  system  of 
drainage.  The  method  of  treatment  is  as  follows  : — 

c‘The  sewage  which  enters  the  works  by  gravitation  is 
first  passed  through  a  revolving  screen,  after  which  a 
solution  of  Buxton  lime,  equal  to  four  grains  per  gallon,  is 
added,  and  the  whole  is  thoroughly  mixed.  It  then 
receives  aluminoferric  to  the  extent  of  one  grain  per  gallon, 
and  is  again  well  mixed  by  passing  through  a  salmon 
ladder,  and  in  this  condition  flows  into  settling  tanks, 
of  which  there  are  three,  each  having  a  capacity  of 
70,000  gallons.  These  tanks  are  divided  by  concrete 
walls,  on  which  is  an  open  channel  divided  by  sluice  doors, 
so  that  either  one,  two,  or  three  tanks  can  be  worked  at  a 
time,  and  alternately  as  required.  The  overflow  from  the 
tanks  first  passes  through  coke  screens  into  an  open 
channel,  then  on  to  and  through  the  filter  beds  into  an 
effluent  chamber,  and  thence  into  the  brook  referred  to 
above. 

“  I  append  an  analysis  (made  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Harland 
Analytical  Chemist),  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
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albumenoid  ammonia,  being  only  -0291  grains  per  gallon, 
shows  a  very  small  proportion  of  polluted  matter.  The 
amount  of  oxygen  absorbed  is  very  small,  and  shows  that 
the  sewage  has  been  completely  oxidised,  whilst  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  nitrates  shows  that  the  beds  are  working 
satisfactorily.” 

Hampton  Wick  Urban  District  has  had  cause  to  complain 
of  nuisance  arising  from  the  Kingston  Sewage  Works. 
Dr.  Th.  Gunther  now  reports  that  : — “  The  nuisance  was 
somewhat  abated,  as  fewer  complaints  were  made  about 
bad  smells  arising  from  the  works.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  Kingston  Corporation  submitted  a  plan  for  the 
future  treatment  of  their  sewage,  but  your  Council  was 
not  able  to  give  an  immediate  reply  of  approval  of  the 
plan  submitted,  and  I  understand  correspondence  is  still 
passing  between  the  Corporation  and  the  Council  on  the 
matter. 

“  On  various  occasions  the  Thames  Conservancv  have 

%> 

had  to  complain  of  the  quality  of  the  effluent  from  the 
Works.  Authorities,  however,  agree  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  obtain  a  pure  effluent  by  chemical  treatment, 
and  results  from  the  bacterial  process  show  that  that  treat¬ 
ment  is  much  more  satisfactory,  and  can  be  obtained  at 
less  cost.  The  scheme  is  eminently  suitable  for  small 
Districts,  the  cost  being  proportionate  to  the  population, 
and  the  annual  expenditure  is  very  slight.” 

*  v 

Mr.  C.  Dwight  Morris  reports  from  Sunbury,  that : — 
“  The  main  sewmrage  has  been  acting  well.  The  difficulty 
of  dealing  with  the  inrush  of  subsoil  water  has  now  been 
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practically  overcome,  also  a  greater  control  has  been 
obtained  over  the  Thames  Street  section  by  the  insertion 
of  check  valves  at  the  junction  of  the  house  connections. 
These  will  prevent  the  flooding  of  the  main  sewer  by  the  . 
rapid  rise  of  the  River  Thames,  a  difficulty  which  puts  an 
undue  strain  on  the  capacity  of  our  oil  engines  at  the  . 
outfall  site.  The  Surveyor,  Mr.  Ooales,  has,  by  careful 
manipulation,  overcome  these  difficulties,  and  it  speaks 
volumes  for  his  ability,  that  very  few  complaints  have  • 
been  received  from  this  source.  The  insertion  of  more  . 
ventilating-  shafts,  and  the  closing  of  the  manholes  with 
solid  covers  which  I  advised  last  year  has  proved  its 
efficacy.  The  outfall  site  is  working  splendidly,  no  com¬ 
plaints  are  ever  received,  and  only  simple  broad  irrigation 
being  used  with  the  constant  tilling’  of  the  land.  It 
seems  that  the  construction  of  the  bacteria  beds  would  be 
superfluous  at  the  present  time.  As  some  500  houses  are 
now  connected  to  the  system  the  present  arrangement  is  o 
likely  to  last  for  a  considerable  period  longer.” 

Dr.  A.  Charpentier  (Uxbridge  Urban  District)  describes 

the  working  of  the  system  at  Uxbridge  : — “The  sewage  is 

conveyed  hy  gravitation  to  your  new  sewage  works,  and 

there  treated  by  ‘  Ferrozoue  ’  and  filtration  in  beds  and  on 

the  land.  I  have  examined  many  samples  of  the  effluent 

and  have  always  found  it  of  good  quality.  Your  Council 

has  under  your  earnest  consideration  a  new  scheme  for 

< 

the  disposal  of  your  sewage,  owing  to  some  difficulties  at 
your  present  works,  although  these  were  only  erected 
two  years  ago  with  the  sanction  of  Cocal  Government 
Board.  The  question  of  dealing  with  sludge  arose.  The . 
original  plan  provides  for  sludge  presses,  these,  however, 
were  understood,  by  the  advice  of  the  engineer,  to  be 
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unsatisfactory,  the  sludge  was  therefore  allowed  to  dry  in 
lagoons  at  your  works  before  being'  carted  away  for 
manure.  In  drying,  the  sludge  gave  off  unpleasant  smells 
in  hot  weather,  causing  complaints  to  be  made ;  to  some 
extent  this  was  overcome  by  the  free  use  of  deodorants, 
but  the  complaints  of  some  residents  in  the  neighbourhood 
still  continued;  your  Council  has  therefore  under  your 
serious  consideration  other  schemes  of  treatment  of  sewage 
by  bacteria  which  should  leave  no  sludge.  I  would, 
however,  point  out,  that  whatever  plan  is  adopted,  sewage 
work,  by  the  nature  of  things,  cannot  be  carried  on  without 
smell.” 

In  the  Wealdstone  Urban  District  Mr.  G.  H.  Butler  says 
that : — “  The  alterations  and  improvements  at  the  sewage 
farm  (a  large  and  extensive  scheme),  referred  to  at  length 
in  my  last  Annual  Report,  are  now  approaching'  completion, 
and  will,  no  doubt,  be  taken  over  by  the  Council  at  an 
early  date.  In  my  Report  for  the  year  1896,  writing  on 
the  subject  of  the  improvement  of  the  old  farm,  I  said  I 
felt  assured  that  no  scheme  would  prove  satisfactory  that 
did  not  provide  for  a  thorough  precipitation  of  solids,  and 
I  believed  it  would  be  found  necessary  to  provide  proper 
filter  beds  as  well.  The  new  scheme  fulfils  both  of  these 
requirements,  and  also  provides  for  final  treatment  of  the 
sewerage  over  the  land.” 


Dr.  Skinner  (Willesden  Urban  District)  writes  in  reference 
to  the  sewage  disposal  : — “  The  drainage  of  the  southern 
portion  of  the  district  has  undergone  but  little  change, 
■except  that  the  mileage  of  sewers  has  been  slightly 
increased,  and  the  Council  are  in  treaty  with  the  London 
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'County  Council  for  a  new  outfall  sewer  at  Kensal  Green. 

*/ 

This,  however,  may  still  be  delayed,  owing  to  the  County 
Council’s  middle  level  sewer  from  Mitre  Bridge  not  being- 
complete.  There  has  been  considerable  activity  again 
during  the  past  year  in  the  amount  of  land  developed  in 
the  Brent  area,  several  new  sewers  having  been  laid,  with 
a  consequent  increase  in  the  amount  of  sewage  to  be 
treated  at  the  Brsnt  sewage  works.  The  minimum  dry 
weather  flow  now  exceeds  one  million  gallons  daily,  and  in 
periods  of  heavy  rain  this  amount  is  more  than  trebled. 
The  works  are  constantly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Thames  Conservancy  and  the  Middlesex  County  Council, 
samples  of  the  effluent  being  taken  for  analysis  by  the 
officers  of  both  Authorities. 

“  The  River  Brent,  immediately  below  the  outfall,  will 
probably  be  improved  during  tne  coming  year,  should  the 
Bill  promoted  by  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway 
become  law,  as  it  incorporates  a  clause  for  straightening 
this  short  length  of  the  river.  The  original  triple  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  works  is  still  in  use,  the  precipitants  being 
sulphate  of  alumina  and  aluminoferric.  The  chemical 
precipitation  is  followed  by  filtration,  and  finally  by  treat¬ 
ment  over  land  by  broad  irrigation  and  intermittent  down¬ 
ward  filtration.  The  Council,  however,  have  decided  to 
experiment  with  settling  tanks  and  a  bacterial  treatment 
system,  comprising  first  and  second  contact  beds,  which  it 
is  hoped  will  produce  a  still  further  improvement  in  the 
final  effluent.” 


Pollution  of  Streams. 

The  principal  tributaries  of  the  Thames  liable  to  pollution 
in  Middlesex  are  the  Brent,  the  Crane,  the  Lee,  and  the 
Colne,  and  their  tributaries. 
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Dr.  W*  T.  Watson  (Tottenham  Urban  District)  reports:—* 
“  I  must  express  my  dissatisfaction  with  respect  to  the 
condition  of  the  culverted  portion  of  the  Moselle  Brook 
from  Scotland  Green  to  White  tlart  Lane.  In  my  Report 
last  year  I  directed  special  attention  to  this,  and  pointed, 
out  that  something'  ought  to  be  done  before  the  warm 
weather  set  in.  As  yet  I  find  that  nothing'  has  been  done, 
and|its  condition  is  worse,  at  the  present  moment,  titan  it 
has  been  for  years. 

“  As  the  Middlesex  County  Council  has  taken  over  the 
control  of  the  water  courses  of  this  District,  it  would,  I 
think,  be  advisable  that  your  Council  should  make  some 
representation  to  that  Authority,  with  a  view  of  having 
those  parts  of  the  brook  thoroughly  cleansed  and  repaired. 
Your  Sanitary  Inspector  has  made  careful  inspection  of 
this  on  several  occasions,  and  reports  that  it  is  in  an 
insanitary  and  insecure  state.” 

Scavenging. 

Refuse  storage .- —  Year  by  year  the  number  of  fixed 
receptacles  displaced  by  movable  receptacles  increases, 
especially  in  the  more  populous  parts. 

Refuse  removal. — Nearly  all  the  Urban  Districts  now  aim 
at  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse,  a  few  extending 
the  period  to  a  fortnight,  according  to  the  sparsity  of 
dwelling-houses, 

Refuse  disposal. — With  the  closer  aggregation  of  dwelling- 
houses,  the  difficulties  of  disposal  of  refuse  grow  in  the 
Distiicts  nearest  to' London. 

Nuisances . — Mr.  C,  E.  Goddard  reports  from  Wembley 
upon  nuisances  caused  by  the  keeping  of  pigs: — “lam 
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much  concerned  about  the  piggeries  in  c\ur.  District,  which 
have  been  for  many  years  a  source  of  nuisance  to  the 
inhabitants,  and  I  fear  will  continue  to  be  so  unless  we 
are  very  vigilant.  As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  it  is 
hardly  part  of  my  duty  to  be  continually  inspecting  these 
premises,  but  I  feel  by  doing  so  I  am  strengthening  the 
hands  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and,  undoubtedly,  assist 
him  in  the  necessary  proceedings  at  the  police  court. 
Indeed,  I  am  determined,  with  }  our  assistance,  to  do 
my  utmost  to  have  all  these  badly-kept  piggeries 
closed.  We  cannot  live  comfortably  with  pigs.  What 
with  the  flies  they  attract  and  breed,  the  rats  that 
swarm  about  our  dwellings,  and  the  stench  (from  the 
feeding  and  filth)  that  pervades  the  vicinity  of  the  styes, 
life  in  summer  is  far  from  pleasant,  especially  in  Alperton. 
Besides,  we  know  that  these  nuisances  produce  many 
slight  ailments.” 

Legislation. 

During  the  year  two  important  Acts  bearing  upon  Public 
Health  were  passed,  nameljq  the  Census  (Great  Britian 
Act,  1900,  and  the  Housing  of  the  W orking  Classes 
Amendment  Act,  1900). 

Three  important  sections  of  the  latter  Act  may  be 
quoted : — 

1.  Exercise  of  Powers  outside  District.  —  Where  any 
council,  other  than  a  rural  district  council,  have 
adopted  Part  III  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1890  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  “  the 
principal  Act”),  they  may,  for  supplying’  the 
needs  of  their  district,  establish  or  acquire 
lodging-houses  for  the  working  classes  under 
that  part  outside  their  district. 
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2.  Adoption  of  Part  III .  of  Act  by  Rural  District 
Council  (53  and  54  Vic.,  c.  70). — (1)  The  council 
of  any  rural  district  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
county  council,  adopt  Part  III  of  the  principal 
Act,  either  for  the  whole  of  their  district  or  for 
any  contributory  place  or  places  therein. 

(2)  In  giving1  or  withholding  their  consent 
under  this  section  the  county  council  shall  have 
regard — 

(a)  To  the  area  for  which  it  is  proposed  to 

adopt  the  said  part. 

(b)  To  the  necessity  for  accommodation  for  the 

housing  of  the  working  classes  in  that 
area. 

(c)  To  the  probability  of  such  accommodation 

being  provided  without  the  adoption  of 
the  said  part. 

(d)  To  the  liability  which  will  be  incurred  by 
the  rates,  and  to  the  question  whether  it 
is,  under  all  the  circumstances,  prudent 
for  the  district  council  to  adopt  the  said, 
part. 

(3)  The  principal  Act  is  hereby  repealed  to  the 
extent  mentioned  in  the  third  column  of  the 
schedule  to  this  Act. 

6.  Powers  of  County  Council  to  Act  on  Default  of  Rural 
Council.  —  The  council  of  any  administrative 
county,  if  a  parish  council,  shall  resolve  that  a 
rural  district  council  ought  to  have  taken  steps 
for  the  adoption  of  Part  III  of  the  principal  Act, 
or  to  have  exercised  their  powers  under  that  part 
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and  have  failed  to  do  so,  may,  if  satisfied  after 
due  inquiry  that  the  district  council  have  so 
failed,  resolve  that  the  powers  of  the  district 
council  for  the  purposes  of  that  part  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  county  council  with  respect  to 
the  parish,  and  they  shall  be  transferred  accord¬ 
ingly,  and  the  resolution  shall,  if  necessary,  have 
effect  as  an  adoption  of  that  part  by  the  district 
council,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  sec.  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894, 
shall  apply  as  if  the  powers  had  been  transferred 
under  that  Act. 


Adoptive  Acts,  Bye-Laws,  and  Regulations. 

In  Table  D,  Part  III,  is  shown  where  these  are  in  force 
as  far  as  the  information  is  available. 

Under  the  head  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  Chapter  III, 
the  model  bye-laws  recently  made  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  have  been  introduced.

Summaries  of  the  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  of  the  Districts  of  the  Couniy,;  Urban 
and  Rural,  in  alphabetical  order. 

The  Rural  Districts  follow  after  the  Urban. 

The  birth-rates  and  death-rates  are  per  thousand  of 
population  living-,  the  infantile  mortality-rates  are  per 
thousand  births. 

Details  of  the  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  work,  extracted 
from  the  Reports,  will  be  found  collated  in  Tables  A,  B,  and 
C  (I),  (II),  (III)  and  (IV),  in  Part  III.  These  Tables  may 
be  regarded  as  supplementing-  the  Summaries. 

In  the  Summaries  of  the  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  of  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  the  County, 
a  more  or  less  methodical  arrangement  is  adopted  so  far  as 
the  forms  in  which  the  various  Reports  are  cast  will  allow. 
The  facts  are  grouped  as  follows: — Name  of  District, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Estimated  Population,  Births  and 
Birth-rate,  Deaths  and  Death-rate,  Deaths  under  one  year 
and  Infantile  Mortality-rate,  Statistical  Notes  (including 
Zymotic  Death-rate),  Infectious  Diseases  Notification, 
Epidemics,  Hospital,  Ambulance,  Disinfection,  Vaccination, 
Water  Supply,  Drainage  and  Sewerage,  Sewage  Disposal, 
Pollution  of  Streams,  Refuse  Removal,  Refuse  Disposal, 
other  notes  of  sanitary  work,  and  Adoptive  Acts,  Bye-laws, 
and  Regulations  in  force. 

Acton  Urban  District. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health,  G.  A.  Garry  Simpson,  M.R.C.S. 

Estimated  population,  38,406. 

Births,  1,080  ;  birth-rate,  2.8*1, 

Deaths,  528;  death-rate,  13-7. 

Deaths  under  1  year,  182;  infantile  mortality-rate,  168-5.. 
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Mortality  'Statistics. — The  number  of  deaths  from  the 
principal  zymotic  diseases  was  85,  equal  to  a  zymotic 
death-rate  of  2°2  per  1,000  of  population  ;  of  these  deaths, 
50  were  caused  by  diarrhoea,  16  by  measles,  and  4  by 
whooping1  cough.  In  the  previous  year  the  zymotic 
death-rate  was  2*5. 

Infections  Diseases  Notification. — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  in  the  District  since  1890.  During  the  year,  333 
cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  239  in  1899,  234  in 
1898,  and  221  in  1897. 

Epidemics. — The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified 
during'  the  year  was  243,  as  compared  with  111  in  1899, 
167  in  1898,  and  93  in  1897.  This  epidemic  prevalence 
was  of  a  mild  type,  the  deaths  numbering  6  only.  The 
diphtheria  cases  reported  were  fewer  than  in  either  of  the 
three  preceding  years.  Measles  caused  16  deaths  as  com¬ 
pared  with  0,  6,  and  2  in  the  three  preceding  years. 

Isolation  Hospital. — Two  patients,  suffering  from  scarlet 
fever,  were  admitted  into  the  Willesden  Isolation  Hospital, 
two  from  smallpox  into  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Barnet, 
six  from  enteric  fever  into  the  Acton  Cottage  Hospital, 
and  seventeen  were  removed  to  the  Stanmore  Convalescent 
Home  for  Scarlet  Fever.  “  Probably  never  before  has 
the  want  of  an  isolation  hospital  been  more  keenly  felt 
than  during  last  year,  and  the  distress  caused  thereby  has 
been  widespread,  regardless  of  the  generosity  of  the 
District  Council.”  Preliminary  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  purchase  of  an  extensive  and  suitable  site, 
on  high  ground  north  of  the  town,  for  an  isolation 
hospital. 
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Water  Supply. — Samples  of  water  were  taken  from 
three  different  points  during'  the  year  aud  examined 
chemically  and  bacteriologically  with  satisfactory  results. 
Attention  is  directed  to  the  proper  situation,  covering,  and 
periodical  cleansing  of  cisterns,  and  to  the  advantage  of 
taking  drinking  water  from  a  draw-off  tap  situated  on  th& 
rising  main. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — A  smoke  testing  machine, 
stoppers,  &c.,  and  a  hand-cart  have  been  purchased  and 
are  in  constant  use,  and  the  department  is  now  equipped 
for  testing  drains  and  sanitary  appliances.  During  the 
year  976  yards  of  new  sewers  have  been  laid,  and  390 
yards  relaid. 

Sewage  Disposal. — Experiments  are  being  carried  out  in 
the  bacterial  treatment  of  sewage,  and  the  results  of  the 
superiority  of  this  treatment  over  the  present  ferrozone 
precipitation  process  are  becoming  apparent. 

Sanitation  Generally. — A  new  mortuary  has  been  built 
at  the  rear  of  the  Fire  Station.  It  is  lined  with  glazed 
bricks,  well  ventilated,  and  fitted  with  three  tables  and 
every  convenience.  The  Council  has  determined  to  erect 
public  baths.  The  neighbourhood  is  being  built  upon  very 
rapidly.

Deaths  under  1  year,  69  ;  infantile  mortality-rate,  138. 

Statistics. — The  principal  zymotic  diseases  caused  42 
deaths,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  2*7  per  1,000,  as  compared 
with  4-4  and  4*5  in  the  two  previous  years. 
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Infectious  Diseases  Notification . — The  Act  has  been  mi 
force  since  December,  1389.  During  the  year  128  notifica¬ 
tions  of  dangerous  infectious  diseases  were  received,  as. 
compared  with  91  and  81  in  the  two  previous  years. 
76  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  as  against  34  in  the 
previous  year. 

Epidemics. — Scarlet  fever  was  prevalent  during  the 
year,  but  only  one  death  occurred  from  this  cause ; 
measles  was  prevalent  in  the  spring.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  were  no  deaths  from  whooping  cough,  and  the 
diarrhoea  deaths  were  below  the  average. 

Isolation  Hospital — During  the  year  71  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  admitted  to  the  isolation  hospital,  5  of 
diphtheria,  and  2  of  enteric  fever. 

Water  Supply. — A  few  surface  wells  are  still  left  in  the 
town  of  Brentford,  the  waters  of  which  are  being 
examined.  One  well  was  closed  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  Work. — Regular  inspections  are  made  of 
premises  requiring  periodical  inspection,  constant  visits 
made  to  the  common  lodging  houses,  and  nuisances  abated 
where  found.

Statistics. — The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic 
diseases  numbered  33,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  I'll  per 
thousand.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  was  67.  The 
great  diminution  is  due  to  the  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  diarrhoea,  from  54  to  12,  and  whooping1  cough  from 
11  to  5. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification.— -The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  the  1st  January,  1890.  '  During’  the  year 
235  notifications  were  received,  as  compared  with  the 
same  number  in  the  previous  year,  and  with  167  in  the 
year  before  that. 

Epidemics.— Dxi  addition  to  the  great  diminution  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  and  the  lesser  diminution 
from  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever  was  less  prevalent, 
the  notifications  falling  to  108  from  150  in  the  previous 
year.  On  the  other  hand  the  diphtheria  cases  rose  from 
17  to  43,  and  the  erysipelas  cases  from  42  to  61. 

Isolation  Hospital. — A  site  has  been  purchased,  plans 
decided  upon,  and  the  building  is  expected  to  be  completed 
within  another  year. 

Sanitation.—  Proceeding’s  under  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act  were  put  in  force  during  the  year  in 
regard  to  the  insanitary  and  dilapidated  condition  of 
several  cottages.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Council  should 
erect  model  dwellings  of  moderate  size.  Plans  for  10 
shops  and  155  new  houses  were  approved  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  173  and  228  in  the  two  previous  years. 
The  dust  and  refuse  are  collected  weekly  in  a  satisfactory 
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manner,  and  the  erection  of  a  refuse  destructor  has  not 
been  carried  out.

Statistics. — At  a  distance  of  ten  years  from  the  previous 
Census,  the  population  was  originally  estimated  at  37,326, 
after  the  1901  enumeration  corrected  to  33,040,  and  the 
rates  correspondingly  corrected.  The  principal  zymotic 
diseases  caused  32  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0*96  per  1,000 
of  population ;  in  the  previous  year  the  number  was  42 
deaths. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification. — The  number  of  notifi¬ 
cations  received  during  the  year  was  181,  as  compared 
with  261  in  the  previous  year,  and  137  in  the  year  before. 

Epidemics.  —  There  were  no  deaths  from  measles* 
whereas  in  the  previous  year  there  were  15,  and  also  only 
two  or  three  more  deaths  from  whooping  cough  and 
diarrhoea.  The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  fell  from  176  to 
103,  accounting  for  nearly  all  the  fall  in  the  number  of 
notifications. 

Isolation  Hospital.  —  The  extension  of  the  isolation 
hospital  carried  out  is  estimated  to  afford  sufficient  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  present  and  immediate  future  needs  of 
the  District. 
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Sanitation,— The  water  supply  for  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory.  The  new  bacteria  beds  at  the  Southern 
Sewage  Works,  now  in  work,  are  successful.  The  River 
Brent  may  be  considered  to  have  ceased  to’  be  a  nuisance. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  question  of  a  crematorium  will  not  be 
lost  sight  of.  The  housing  of  the  working  classes  has  been 
taken  seriously  in  hand.

■Statistics. — The  Strand  Workhouse  and  Schools  (popu¬ 
lation  (?),  births  (?),.  deaths  95)  have  been  excluded  from 
the  statistics.

Epidemics. — The  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  fell 
from  126  in  the  previous  year  to  68  in  1900,  and  from 
measles  from  16  to  7 ;  on. the  other  hand,  the  deaths  from 
whooping  cough  rose  from  2  to  30.  The  number  of  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  fell  from  16.7  to  136 ;  on  the  other  handy 
the  number  of  cases  of  enteric  fever  rose  from  23  in  1898, 
to  43  in  1899,  and  to  67  in  4909,  the  deaths  from  the  same 
cause  in  the  same  years  being,  however,  2,  8,  and  6. 

Isolation  Hospital.-— There  is  an  agreement  with  the 
Enfield  Urban  District,  to  admit  to  their  hospital  at 
World’s  End,  9  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  1  of  typhoid  fever, 
and  4  of  diphtheria,  upon  four  hours’  notice.  This 
accommodation  has  been  found  insufficient  and  disadvan¬ 
tageous,  and  a  piece  of  land,  21  acres  in  extent,  has  been 
selected  as  a  site  for  an  infectious  hospital,  and  awaits  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

During  the  year  69  cases  were  removed  to  Enfield 
Fever  Hospital,  4  to  Tottenham  Hospital,  and  3  to  other 
hospitals.  The  apparatus  for  disinfecting  bedding,  &c., 
is  of  an  old  type,  and  the  methods  of  procedure  slow. 

Sanitation. — During  the  year,  918  new  houses  were 
inspected  and  certified  fit  for  occupation.  A  scheme  under 
the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Aet  appears  to  be 
under  consideration.  The  various  premises  requiring 
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periodical  inspection  were  duly  visited.  The  District  is 
being  gradually  re-drained  on  modern  lines.  The  sanitary 
work  accomplished  is  set  out  in  the  Tables  C  I,  II,  Illy, 
and  IV,  recorded  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.

Statistics. — The  numfcer  of  deaths  from  the  principal

Infectious  Diseases  Notification. — During  the  year  387 
cases  were  reported  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notifica¬ 
tion  Act,  as  compared  with  494  in  the  previous  year,  and 
287  in  the  year  before. 

Epidemics. — The  deaths  from  measles  fell  from  49  in  the 
previous  year  to  5  in  the  current  year,  and  from  diarrhoea 
from  80  to  61,  The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  fell  from  325  to 
192  ;  on  the  other  hand,  the  diphtheria  cases  rose  from  69 
to  107,  and  enteric  fever  cases  from  26  in  1898,  to  41  in 
1899,  and  to  52  in  1900 ;  the  deaths  from  the  same  disease 
in  the  same  years  have  been  1,  9,  11.  On  account  of  the 
prevalence  of  a  mild  form  of  measles,  three  schools  were 
closed  for  varying  periods,  and  the  scholars  from  infected 
houses  were  excluded  from  two  schools,  on  account  of 
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measles,  and  from  one  on  account  of  whooping’  cough,  and 
another  school  was  closed  for  six  weeks  during  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  drainage. 

Isolation  Hospital. — The  new  hospital  at  World’s  End  was 
opened  in  February  by  Sir  Walter  Foster,  M.P.  The 
hospital  contains  5G  beds.  The  corrugated-iron  buildings 
have  also  been  re-erected  more  substantially  and  warmed 
by  steam  pipes.  During  the  year  218  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  admitted,  with  4  deaths ;  G2  cases  of  diphtheria,  with 
13  deaths  ;  22  of  enteric  fever,  with  5  deaths;  and  4  cases 
proved  to  be  suffering  from  other  diseases — a  total  of  285 
cases.  Of  this  total,  69  were  admitted  fn  m  Edmonton 
Urban  District,  14  from  Southgate  Urban  District,  6  from 
Waltham  Abbey  Urban  District,  5  from  Wood  Green  Urban 
District,  and  1  from  Friern  Barnet  Urban  District — a  total  of 
95  cases  from  outside  Districts. 

Sanitation. — The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased 
by  575  from  Midsummer,  1899,  to  Midsummer,  1900,  and 
“  there  are  indications  that  the  density  of  population  has 
increased  since  1891,  because  of  the  continual  increase  of 
the  rent  of  small  houses,  so  that  there  are  many  more 
instances  of  two  or  even  more  families  living  in  the  same 
house,  a  state  of  things  which  is  most  undesirable  for 
many  reasons,  and  which  tends  to  reproduce,  in  Enfield, 
some  of  the  bad  features  of  the  London  slums.”  To 
increase  the  water  supply  the  headings  at  the  Alma  Road 
Avell  are  to  be  extended.  Two  miles  and  370  yards  of 
water  mains  were  laid,  and  350  houses  connected.  Five 
well  waters  were  examined  and  found  free  from  sewage 
contamination.  Thirteen  private  streets  wrere  made  up.

Isolation  Hospital. — During  the  year  49  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  admitted  to  the  hospital,  of  which  11  were  non- 
parishioners  admitted  on  payment,  2  from  Friern  Barnet, 
2  from  Southgate,  and  7  from  Wood  Green.  A  steam 
disinfecting  station  is  being  provided,  and  a  new  ambulance 
for  fever  patients  has  been  acquired. 

Water  Supply. — The  quality  has  proved  upon  analysis  to 
leave  nothing  to  be  desired,  but  the  quantity  is  at  times 
far  from  satisfactory.  The  area  of  supply  of  the  Barnet 
Water  Company  is  very  extensive,  and  the  population  is 
increasing  rapidly.  A  constant  supply  is  suggested. 

Sewage  Disposal. — The  effluents  from  the  sewage  works 
have  proved  satisfactory  upon  the  analysis  of  a  large 
number  of  samples.  Filter  beds  on  approved  principles 
are  being  made,  and  it  is  suggested  to  discontinue  the  use 
of  chemicals. 

Other  Sanitary  Work. — Periodical  inspection  of  premises 
was  regularly  carried  on  and  other  work  carried  out,  as

Infectious  Diseases  Notification. — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  January,  1891.  During  the  year  G3  cases  of 
dangerous  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  exclusive  of 
15  of  measles.  Measles  was  made  a  notifiable  disease  in 
1894,  renewed  in  189G,  and  ag'ain  in  1900,  a  continuous 
notification  of  six  }’ears,  and  the  early  intimation  is  stated 
to  have  proved  useful. 

Epidemics. — Whooping-cough  necessitated  the  closure  of 
St.  John’s  Schools  in  December,  otherwise  there  was  a 
remarkable  abatement  of  epidemic  diseases.  Excluding

Isolation  Hospital. — The  District  is  not  provided  with  an

Sewage  Disposal. — The  working  of  the  tanks  is  being 
improved,  and  new  filters  are  being  constructed.  The 
effluents  are  satisfactory. 

General  Sanitation. — Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Finchley  District  for  the  use  of  their  mortuary,  which 
is  conveniently  situated  near  the  western  boundary  of 
Friern  Barnet.  It  is  suggested  that  the  system  of  shaft 
ventilators  to  the  sewers  should  be  extended.  The  house 
refuse  is  removed  fortnightly,  and  chiefly  taken  to  the 
sewage  farm  to  be  picked  over  and  sorted.  “The  Com¬ 
mittee  have  not  been  able  to  recommend  the  erection  of 
workmen’s  dwellings,  owing  to  the  high  price  asked  for 
suitable  sites.”  An  order  has  been  issued  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  light  railway  through  the  District,  to  be  connected 
with  the  line  from  Wood  Green.

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The  principal  zymotic  diseases  caused  39  deaths  (exclu¬ 
sive  of  4  uon-resident  old  persons  from  diarrhoea  in  the 
Workhouse),  equal  to  a  rate  of  1*71  per  1,000  as  against 
3*7  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification . — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  1891.  During  the  past  year  99  cases  of 
dangerous  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  124  in  1899,  and  138  in  1898. 

Epidemics. — Measles  was  prevalent  during  May,  the 
schools  at  Mill  Hill  were  closed  for  three  weeks,  and  in 
Central  and  West  Hendon  the  opening  of  the  schools  after 
Whitsuntide  was  deferred  a  week,  The  number  of  diph¬ 
theria  cases,  which  in  the  previous  year  had  been  22,  rose 
to  35,  attributed  to  the  absence  of  isolation  for  these 
cases,  and  the  infants’  departments  of  two  schools  were 
closed  for  short  periods. 

Isolation  Hospital. — During  the  year  41  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  were  admitted  to  the  hospital.  A  new  bath-room 
has  been  built  and  minor  outbuildings.  It  has  been 
decided  to  erect  another  ward,  then  it  will  be  possible  to 
isolate  and  treat  diphtheria  cases.  A  new  ambulance  has 
been  built  of  the  brougham  type,  accommodating  one 
recumbent  or  three  sitting  patients  and  a  nurse.  It  is 
again  urged  that  a  steam  disinfector  should  be  provided. 

Water  Supply. — Analyses  of  the  water  supplied  by  the 
Colne  Valley  and  the  West  Middlesex  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany  have  proved  freedom  from  pollution.  The  supplies 
are  now  on  the  constant  sendee  to  all.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  sewers  are  systematically 
flushed  by  large  automatic  tanks  of  2,500  gallons,  as  well 
as  by  hand  flushing’.  It  is  suggested  that  a  responsible 
person  be  appointed  to  do  drain-testing.  The  Hale 
sewerage  has  been  extended,  and  the  Golder’s  Hill. 

Sewage  Disposal . — A  third  biological  filter  has  been 
erected  during  the  year.  The  sewage  effluent  has  been 
most  satisfactory. 

Refuse  Removal. — In  all,  except  Mill  Hill  Ward,  the 
collection  and  removal  of  dust  and  house  refuse  is  carried 
out  by  the  Authority’s  own  plant. 

Other  Sanitary  Matters. — The  dairies  and  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  periodically  visited.  The  present  mortuary 
is  unsuitable,  and  it  is  suggested  that  a  new  one  should 
be  built.  New  District  Council  Offices  are  nearing 
completion.  The  nuisance  arising  from  the  contamination 
of  the  brook  at  the  Silk  Stream,  by  the  ditch  on  the 
Kingsbury  side  of  the  Edgware  Road  has  been  temporarily 
abated.

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases  numbered 
54,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  1*79  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
2*93  in  1899,  and  3*73  in  1898. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification.— The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  January,  1890.  During  the  year  275  cases  of 
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infectious  disease  were  notified,  exclusive  of  665  cases  of 
measles.  Of  the  cases  of  measles  37  occurred  in  infants 
under  1  year,  319  between  1  and  5  years,  291  between 
<5  and  15  years,  and  18  at  ages  over  15  years.  During  1899 
122  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  exclusive  of 
32  cases  of  measles. 

Epidemics. — Measles  was  very  prevalent  from  May  to 
the  end  of  year,  and  during  the  nine  months  travelled 
westward  across  the  District  from  Brentford  End  to 
Hounslow  Heath,  affecting'  the  schools  in  its  progress, 
and  necessitating  their  closure  successively  for  various 
periods.  Scarlet  fever  was  also  prevalent  in  May  and 
during  September  and  October.  Diphtheria  was  also 
prevalent  at  times,  but  the  cases  were  slightly  less 
numerous  than  in  the  previous  year.

In  the  previous  year  the  greater  number  of  scarlet  fever 
cases  came  from  Richmond,  and  the  same  difficulty  arose 
as  to  the  reception  of  patients,  and  this  matter  is  now 
receiving  attention. 

Sanitation. — A  new  set  of  regulations  with  respect  -to 
dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milk  shops  have  been  adopted. 


Part  III.  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act 
1 890,  has  been  adopted,  and  the  matter  is  now  under  con¬ 
sideration.  A  large  amount  of  work  was  carried  out 
during  the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  two 
Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors,  especially  in  the  testing  of

Infectious  Diseases  Notification. — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  1st  January,  1890.

Epidemics. — Diarrhoea  was  much  less  fatal  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  scarlet  fever  cases  fell  from  349  to- 
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18G  ;  on  the  other  hand  there  were  a  few  more  diphtheria 
cases,  and  they  were  more  fatal,  the  deaths  rising  from 
4  to  14.  Holy  Innocents’  Infant  School  was  closed  for  five 
weeks  in  December  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  measles. 

Isolation  Hospital. — During  the  year  158  cases  were' 
admitted  to  the  hospital,  9  typhoid  cases,  104  scarlet  fever, 
and  45  diphtheria.  Of  the  last,  5  came  from  Finchley 
Urban  District,  and  3  from  Friern  Barnet  Urban  District.

— The  water-supply  has  been  periodically 
examined  and  found  of  good  qnalitjn  The  sewer  venti¬ 
lating  shafts  nowr  number  168.  For  flushing  the  sewers 
26,733,000  gallons  of  water  have  been  used,  at  a  cost  of 
£891.  Seven  and  a-half  miles  of  sewers  were  laid  during 
the  year.  The  water-course  passing-  through  Finchley  into 
the  Brent  has  been  relieved  of  sewage  pollution.  Of  house 
refuse  19,169  tons  were  burnt  in  the  destructor,  and 
370  tons  of  vegetable  refuse.  A  number  of  roads  have 
been  widened  during  the  past  few  years.

Epidemics. — The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
were  less  numerous  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  only 
one  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified.  The  deaths  from 
diarrhoea  fell  from  27  in  the  previous  year  to  6.  From 
measles  there  were  no  deaths.  Four  deaths  were  caused 
by  whooping  cough,  and  influenza  was  very  prevalent  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year.

— 3,902  yards  of  new  water  mains  were  laid, 
and  the  fittings  of  11,000  houses  inspected,  and,  where 
necessary,  defects  remedied.  13  miles  of  sewers  and 
surface  drains  were  laid.  20  private  roads  were  made  up. 
The  Moselle  Brook,  from  Scotland  Green  to  White  Hart 
Lane,  is  in  an  insanitary  and  insecure  state.  Two  shoots 
for  house  refuse  and  slop  are  causing  a  nuisance.  The 
question  of  a  refuse  destructor  is  under  serious  consider¬ 
ation.  Over  500  gipsy  encampments  were  removed  from 
the  District.

Infectious  ■ Diseases  Notification. — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  January,  1890.  During  the  year,  153  cases 
were  notified,  as  compared  with  194,  65,  and  77  in  the 
three  previous  years, 

Epidemics. — Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  prevalent 
in  the  autumn,  and  two  public  elemcntary  schools  were 
closed.  The  scarlet  fever  cases  were  less  numerous  and 
the  continued  fever  cases  more  numerous  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Isolation  Hospital. — During  the  year,  57  scarlet  fever 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  Cottage  Hospital.  All  the 
medical  practitioners  attend  their  respective  patients. 

Sanitation. — 12  specimens  of  water  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  good.  Two  wells  were  closed  on  account  of 
insufficient  supply,  and  the  mains  laid  to  the  8  cottages. 
The  bathing  accommodation  at  the  Mereway  has  been 
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improved.  Outbreaks  of  swine  fever  occurred  on  two 
farms  with  a  loss  of  44  pig's.  Two  eases  of  suspected 
glanders  occurred  in  horses,  one  was  killed.  Two  houses 
were  represented  under  Part  It  of  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act,  1800.  U nder  the  same  Act  (Part  III) 
a  scheme  was  proposed  to  erect  3G  houses,  but  the  tenders 
were  too  high  and  the  period  for  repayment  of  loan  too 
short  to  cover  the  cost.  Further  land  has  been  purchased 
for  sewage  disposal.  The  effluent  from  the  bacteriological 
beds  is  most  satisfactory.  Over  1,000  houses  were 
inspected.  275  plans  for  houses  have  been  approved, 
and  23  for  additions  and  alterations.  141  connections 
were  made  to  soil  sewers,  and  101  to  surface  sewers. 
A  number  of  new  roads  -were  made  up.

Statistics. — The  deaths  of  19  residents  dying  in  the 
Union  Workhouse  in  Uxbridge  Rural  District  are  included 
in  the  statistics.  The  piincipal  zymotic  diseases  caused 
eight  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0*8  per  1,000,  as  compared 
with  1*7  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification. — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  January,  1890.  During*  the  year  44  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified,  as  compared  with  60,  143 
and  7G  in  the  three  previous  years. 
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Epidemics. — The  six  deaths  from  dial  rhoea  were  only 
half  the  number  of  those  in  the  previous  year.  The  scarlet 
fever  cases  rose  from  13  to  31,  and  the  diphtheria  cases 
fell  from  30  to  5  in  number. 

Isolation  Hospital. — 21  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  four  of 
diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  hospital  in  the  Rural  Dis¬ 
trict,  under  the  joint  management  of  XJxbridge  Rural  and 
Uxbridge  and  Southall  Urban  Districts.  It  is  about  to  be 
enlarged.  Means  are  required  for  the  disinfection  of 
clothing,  &c.,  by  steam  under  pressure. 

Sanitation. — The  water  supply  from  deep  wTells  in  the 
chalk  is  excellent.  The  District  is  all  well  drained.  The 
sewage  at  the  new  works  is  chemically  treated  by 
“  ferrozone,”  and  filtration  in  beds  and  on  the  land.  The 
effluent  is  of  good  quality.  The  treatment  by  bacteria  beds 
is  under  consideration.  The  removal  of  refuse  is  satis¬ 
factory.  The  various  premises  have  been  periodically 
inspected.  The  housing'  accommodation  is  deficient,  many 
houses  being  old  and  close  together  in  courts  and  yards.

Epidemics. — Measles  with  pneumonia  was  prevalent  in 
March.  In  autumn,  mild  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough 
prevailed.  Diarrhoea  was  also  absent. 

Isolation  Hospital — Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
two  neighbouring  Authorities  to  receive  infectious  cases  at 
a  fixed  charge  per  week,  meanwhile,  steps  are  being  taken 
to  secure  suitable  land  for  an  infectious  hospital. 

Sanitation. — The  provision  of.  a  suitable  cemetery  and 
mortuary  is  under  consideration.  The  land  is  ready 
and  plans  have  been  drawn.  Many  roads  have  been  made 
up.  A  main  sewer  is  to  be  laid  to  Northwick  Park.  The 
usual  inspections  have  been  carried  out.  122  new  houses 
have  been  erected  and  67  flats.  The  improvements  of  the 
sewage  farm,  by  the  provision  for  thorough  precipitation 
and  filtration  beds,  are  approaching  completion.  742  loads 
of  dust  and  house  refuse  were  dealt  with.

There  is 
no  place  for  the  deposit  of  the  dead,  nor  for  the  making  of 
post-mortem  examinations.  It  is  suggested  that  in  pur¬ 
chasing  the  site  for  a  new  cemetery  it  should  be  large 
enough  to  include  an  isolation  hospital.  Much  small 
property  has  been  built,  85  new  houses  were  erected

previous  years.  Nuisances  from  piggeries  are  being

Sanitation. — -The  various  premises  were  periodically 
inspected.  In  the  collection  of  dust  and  house  refuse  a: 
call  is  made  at  each  house  once  a  week.  The  food  in  the  • 
marketing  centres  is  inspected  on  Saturday  nights  and 
Sunday  mornings.  A  large  amount  of  house-to-house- 
inspection  was  carried  out.  It  is  suggested  that  at  the 
place  in  the  Canal  Feeder  used  for  bathing  by  many  school 
children,  a  bath  could  be  made  by  the  side  of  the  Feeder 
and  fenced  in.  It  has  been  decided  to  experiment  with 
settling  tanks  and  bacterial  filters  for  the  treatment  of  the 
sewage.

An  amended  set  of  plans 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
the  proposed  isolation  hospital. 

Sanitation. — One  slaughter-house  has  been  abandoned  as 
unsuitable  and  one  new  slaughter-house  erected.  Measures 
were  taken  to  abate  nuisances  caused  by  accumulations  of 
refuse  and  fouled  ditches.  The  inhabited  portions  of  the 
District  are  provided  with  an  adequate  system  of  drainage.

Amongst  the  Southall-Norwood  patients  were  1 1  deaths. 
2  from  scarlet  fever  and  9  from  diphtheria  ;  and  amongst 
the  Uxbridge  rural  patients  one  death  from  diphtheria. 

Sanitation. — It  is  suggested  that  Yeading  should  have  a 
system  of  earth  closets  introduced,  to  be  emptied  once  a 
week.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  abate  nuisances  at 
Yiewsley,  caused  by  the  deposit  of  soft  core  from 
barges  on  the  canal.  Ruislip  and  Northwood  are  being 
connected  up  to  a  sewerage  system  to  the  Sewage  Works 
in  this  part  of  the  District.  It  is  recommended  that  steps 
be  taken  to  provide  a  water  supply  to  Ickenham.
